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mander Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., has devised a 
of fleet telephony which seems capable of great 
ess to the navigation of warships in fogs. He gives 
the following description of it in the Proceedings of the 
Naval Institute: ‘“‘When an admiral saw a fog coming up, 
he should make a signal, in obedience to which the ships 
should form exact column; and each ship should pay out 
over the stern an insulated wire supported by a buoy, 
which buoy should be picked up by the ships astern, 
and the wire connected to the end of a permanent wire 
which should run the length of that ship to the inboard 
end of the wire which that ship paid out astern. This 
permanent wire was to be part of a circuit, including a 
separate battery for each ship, and two sets of telephones, 
one set placed in the chart house, and the other in the 
cabin. In order to prevent the breaking of the wires 
hetween the ships, I suggested that the wire paid out 
astern should be about 800 yards long, and that the spare 
wire at the end should be put around a reel on the bow of 
the ship astern, which should automatically reel in the 
wire, or play it out, like a small towing engine. I pointed 
out that this wire could have marks on it; and that by 
noting these, and the direction in which the wire tended, 
ene could tell the distance and direction of the ship 
ahead in the thickest fog with extreme accuracy. I also 
pointed out that, even if a wire broke between any two 
ships, the ships on each side of the break could still talk 
together ; and that the ship astern of which the wire broke 
could pay out another wire in a few minutes.’ The sys- 
tem here described was tested on the U.S.S. Minneapolis 
and Denver, steaming at ten knots, 400 yards apart, and 
worked successfully for twenty minutes, when the wire, 
which was defective, broke. Commander Fiske continues 
his remarks: “Now if the Minneapolis and Denver could 
steam this way for twenty minutes, why could they not do 
it for twenty hours? And if two ships could do it, why 
not eight? And if they could steam this way, using a 
piece of signal halyard stuff, why could they not do it 
using a wire? It is an accepted principle that wireless 
telegrapiuy should not be used for signaling among the 
vessels of a fleet, when it can be avoided, because such 
a use Would not be practicable in war. But if the plan 
herein outlined can be developed, communication among 
the ships will be perfect, much better than by wireless: 
and the admiral ean give orders as to changing course 
or speed which cannot be mistaken by his captains, or 
picked up or interfered with by the enemy. One im- 
portant feature may be insisted on: that, even if some 
accident sould oceur in a fleet in a fog using this plan, 
and even if it should become necessary to let go the con- 
necting wires, no harm would result, and the fleet would 
be just as it is now.”

There is much speculation in Europe as to the ultimate 
ownership of four battleships of the Dreadnought type, 
contracts for which are said to have been placed with 
English builders, Ostensibly the ships are intended for 
Brazil and Argentina, but it is held by the doubting ones 
that neither of those countries nor any other South 
American nation can by any stretch of the imagination 
ever be likely to need 18,000-ton battleships. The naval 
correspondent of the London Daily Graphic notes rumors 
'n the press of Germany that the vessels are really in- 
tended for the British navy. Such a thing may be 
possible, but it is hardly likely, as there could be no rea- 
Son why the British government should not have given 
the order themselves, unless the Premier and his col- 
leagues are only playing a game of bluff with The Hague 
Conference. At the same time the possibility of such 
purchases must always be borne in mind, with, of course, 
the other possibility that these vessels, after having been 
built and handed over to their owners, may be acquired 
by some first-class Power. This is a contingency which 
it is the duty of the British government to provide 
against. The Hampshire Telegraph remarks: “Hither 
the Dreadnoughts now building for those minor Powers, 
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who are not likely to require them, should be sunitnnia 
for our own navy, or sufficient vessels could be laid down 
to give us that margin of safety over and above their 
addition to the fleet of some European power, which 
the interests of the British I’mpire demand. Four 
Dreadnoughts will be for sale three or four years hence 
to the highest bidder. That is quite evident; and if they 
were transferred to any other European power it would 
be sufficient to upset all those nice calculations on which 
the government are now basing their economic pro- 
posals.” It has already been pointed out in the ARMY 
AND Navy JouRNAL that Brazil had adopted a scheme of 
battleship construction, though it has been lately reported 
that the project had been temporarily abandoned. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the 
Philippines Division, recently recommended that measures 
be taken io establish a permanent civil service, in the 
Philippines, and it is announced that a similar recom- 
mendation will be included in the next annual report of 
Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., the accom- 
plished Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War 
Department. “I am convinced,” says General Edwards, 
in an interview published in the Boston Transcript, “that 
the time has come when we should have a permanent in- 
sular civil service offering attractive inducements for a 
eareer to those who enter it, and providing for a retire- 
ment with pension. No service has had a finer, more ear- 
nest lot of civil service employees than the Philippine 
service. It offers rapid recognition for serious, capable 
men. In spite of such opportunities the Philippine gov- 
ernment has been greatly embarrassed by the resignation 
of many of its civil employees just at the time they have 
become thoroughly acquainted with its service, and are 
hard to replace. Most of them will tell you that the ser- 
vice is to their liking, but that it does not offer a perma- 
nent career, as does the Army, the Navy, or the consular 
service, They feel the necessity of finding for themselves 
positions of greater permanency. We must find some way 
to overcone this instability in our insular service. There 
are some three thousand Americans in the Philippine 
civil service to-day receiving salaries ranging from $1,000 
to $15,000 per annum. In Porto Rico, Hawaii and Alas- 
ka there are probably nearly a thousand Americans in 
the civil service. In round numbers there are between 
four thousand and five thousand civil employees of the 
government in our insular possessions to-day. It is no 
easy matter to train recruits, and we are constantly los- 
ing our best men. The situation has recently been ren- 
dered more acute by opportunities offered to capable men 
who have been attracted by the present period of pros- 
perity at home, or by the large salaries offered at 
Panama.”

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Major Gen. Jesse M. Lee, U.S.A., who has had a 
great deal of experience in the Philippines and has made 
a careful study of the Filipinos, is evidently not highly 
impressed with their capacity for self-rule. In a current 
newspaper interview he is quoted as follows: “The 
Filipinos are being fed self-government faster than most 
of them can thoroughly digest it. Their political dys- 
pepsia is manifest in their inability to reconcile them- 
selves to being governed by a candidate the minority op- 
posed at the elections. The man that is out of office is 
constantly scheming against the man that is in, and try- 
ing to bring about his own advancement. Theirs is some- 
thing of the restive discontent that characterizes the 
Latin republics. Too many of them hunger for office, 
for political positions and for personal power. I have 
always held that the best schooling for our Indians is 
that which gives them manual training. And I think 
it is a good deal the same way with the Filipinos. After 
a while too many of them will want to be gentlemen and 
have clerical positions rather than devote themselves to 
the more material occupations. The Filipinos are making 
good progress under American guidance, but they need 
our help and they will need it for a good long time. 
Many of them dream of independence, but even the most 
intelligent hope for an American protectorate. Left to 
themselves they are not yet capable as a people of man- 
aging their own affairs, but Uncle Sam is giving them 
every possible chance. Their present material condition 
is not the most hopeful. Their water buffalo, upon which 
they depend for the cultivation of the field, were reduced 
to one-third their number by disease, and the inability 
of the islanders to ship their tobacco and their sugar into 
this country duty free is certainly a handicap.”

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Should there be an international conference on the 
opium traffic, as has been suggested in various quar- 
ters, it is probable that the American representative will 
be Major Edward C. Carter, Med. Dept., U.S.A. When 
Secretary Taft was Governor of the Philippines he ap- 
pointed a commission to inquire into the use of, trade in, 
and laws pertaining to opium in Eastern countries. The 
commission, consisting of Major Carter, Bishop Brent, 
Episcopal bishop of the islands, and a native physician, 
Dr. Albert, left Manila in August, 1903, and returned 
in February, 1904, having gathered an immense amount 
of information. A report rendered to the Philippine Com- 
mission in July, 1904, was printed by the War Depart- 
ment the latter part of last year. Since the publication 
of the report the subject has been up by various other 
governments, and within the last few weeks despatches 
from Washington say that an early meeting of an inter- 
national conference on the opium question is probable. 
The nations which have shown an interest in the matter 
are the United States, China, Japan, England, Holland, 








Germany and France. China has already taken up the 
matter. “If an international conference is called,” says 
the Leavenworth Times, “it is considered probable that 
one of the opium commission will represent this Gov- 
ernment. Major Carter considers Bishop Brent as the 
best man for the place, but others, who realize the grasp 
which Mujor Carter has of the subject, say that he 
knows more about opium than any man in the United 
States, and that this country could find no other repre- 
sentative so familiar with the subject and so well able 
to plan for its elimination as he. The report of the com- 
mission is gradually drawing the attention of that part 
of the world which is interested in the opium question, 
and the international conference is the outgrowth of one 
of the recommendations made in it.” 
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There is at present so much misleading sentimental 
talk about the fancied approach of universal peace that 
it is refreshing to hear a sane, courageous utterance on 
the subject from the Christian pulpit like that spoken 
on the evening of April 28 by Rev. I, M. Haldeman, pas- 
tor of the First Baptist Church, New York. His subject 
was “The Peace Congress in the Light of Christ’s Pre- 
diction of Coming War,” and he argued that abiding, 
universal peace was impossible till the return of Christ 
himself.- He took his text from Paul’s First Epistle to 
the Thessalonians 5:3, “When they shall say peace and 
safety ; then sudden destruction cometh upon them.” Mr, 
Haldeman conceded that the desire for peace is laudable, 
the necessity for war a scandal, and the creation of an 
international tribunal of arbitration a consummation de- 
voutly to be wished. He contended, however, that to talk 
of disarmament at this juncture was chimerical; to talk 
of peace when every horizon indicated the certainty of 
coming war, and the duty of being prepared for it, was 
sentimental folly, and those who advocated it were blind 
leaders of the blind. Mr, Haldeman exhorted this nation 
to prepare for war, asserting that such preparation was 
the safest way to keep it at arm’s length consistent with 
honor. He agreed with Admiral Evans that sixteen bat- 
tleships in the Atlantic and sixteen in the Pacific would 
be a sure guaranty for peace for a time. He certified 
that if we had had these sixteen battleships in the Pacific 
waters recently, the question of the color line in the San 
Francisco schools would not have been so insistent, either 
in this country or in Japan, and, certainly, not so in- 
sistent in Japan. 
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it is to be hoped that the Comptroller of the Treasury 
will make an early decision as to his interpretation of the 
Act of Congress approved March 2, 1907, granting an 
allowance vf $6.25 per month, in lieu of quarters, fuel 
and light, in its application to enlisted men of the Army 
on the retired list who retired after the measure became 
a law. ‘The extra allowance has already been paid in 
some instances to men retired before the enactment of 
the law, and it is important that its benefits should be 
promptly extended to all entitled thereto. The Pay De- 
partment, however, is desirous of avoiding avy complica- 
tions that might arise under a construction holding that 
the act applied only to men retired after March 2, 1907, 
and, with that object in view, is sending new youchers, 
accompanied hy the following memorandum, to all re- 
tired men: “Sign and return. These are to replace 
vouchers for April previously signed. They will be com- 
pleted in this oftice as soon as the Comptroller decides 
whether or not you are entitled to the $6.25 per month 
for quarters, fuel and light. If you are not, on account 
of having been retired prior to March 2, then the $6.04 
paid you for March will be deducted from these vouchers. 
If you are, then these vouchers will be used for May.” 





The opposition in Cuba to the plan proposed by the 
General Staff looking to the organization of a Cuban 
army of 12,000 appears to increase as the discussion of 
the measure becomes more general, and the present indi- 
cations are that the project will fail, Instead of a regu- 
lar army, popular sentiment appears to favor an increase 
of the Rural Guard, in spite of the fact that the guards 
were utterly unable to deal effectively with the revolution 
last year, The inability of the Cuban leaders to agree 
upon some form of military organization for the island 
is one of the most disheartening features of the whole 
situation. If the republic is to be restored and left to 
direct its own affairs it will need at the outset a strong 
military support capable of upholding its authority. It 
might not require so large a force as 12,000, but the ex- 
istence of a compact military force of some sort will be 
essential to the stability of the government, and it should 
be perfectly clear to the Cubans that the creation of that 
force should be the first step toward the re-establishment 
of the republic. The longer it is delayed the longer Amer- 
ican troops will have to remain in the island. 
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One of the most interesting developments in the shoot- 
ing affair in Brownsville appears in the announcement 
that various residents of that place have started a move- 
ment to raise by popular subscription $10,000 to be paid 
to any soldier or officer of the 25th Infantry who will 
confess to having participated in the raid on Brownsville 
or who will give the names or produce the necessary evi- 
dence to convict the guilty. It will be observed that this 
movement is predicated upon the assumption that either 
officers or men of the 25th Infantry or both know who did 
the shooting in question. We submit, however, that no 
evidence has ever been adduced that wall justify tbat 
assumption to a court of law. 
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Bids were opened April 30 at the Navy Department 
for the construction of five submarine torpedoboats. The 
bids were as follows: Sub-surface Torpedo boat Co.—To 
be built at the Bath Iron Works within twelve months, 
one of 250 tons equal to and similar in lines to the plans 
submitted at $250,000, to make 19 knots an hour. Lake 
Torpedoboat Co., of Bridgeport, Conn.—To be built at 
the same works. One of 500 tons, to be completed within 
twenty-four months, $450,000; two boats at $425,000 
each, to be completed in thirty months; three boats, at 
$405,000 each and any additional at the same price. 
These boats are to make a surface speed of 15 knots and 
a submerged speed of 10 knots. The company also sub- 
mitted four other bids. One of 235 tons, to be completed 
in twelve months, $225,000; two in twenty-one months, 
$210,000 each; three in respectively eighteen, twenty-one 
and twenty-four months, $198,000 each; four in eighteen, 
twenty-one, twenty-four and twenty-seven months, at the 
same price. The third bid was upon the 275-ton class. 
One in eighteen months, $300,000; two in twenty-one 
months, $275,000 each; three in eighteen and twenty-four 
months, $250,000 each; four delivered, two in twenty- 
one months and two in twenty-seven months, with a sur- 
face speed of 12 knots, at the same price. The fourth bid 
of the company was for one 250-ton boat in eighteen 
months, $235,000; two in twenty-one months, $225,000 
each; four in the same time, $220,000 each, with 12 1-2 
knots speed. The fifth bid of the company was for one of 
425 tons, with a surface speed of 16 knots, to be built in 
twenty-four months, $365,000; two at $350,000 each; 
three or four at the same unit price. The Electric Boat 
Company. of New York bid as follows, the boats to be 
constructed at Quincy, Mass.: One 274 tons, in eighteen 
months, $323,000; two in nineteen months at $317,000 
each; three, two in nineteen and one in twenty and one- 
half months, at $315,000 each; four at $313,000 each and 
five at $312,000 each. Speed, 10 1-2 knots. Their second 
bid was: One, 340 tons, $395,000; two, $380,000 each ; 
three, $382,000 each; four or five, $380,000; over five, 
$379,000 each. To make 13 knots surface speed. The 
third bid of the company was for construction on the 
Pacific coast. One of 340 tons, $435,000; two, $425,000 
each ; three, $420,000 each; and four, $418,000 each. For 
those of 274 tons’ burden they offered to build any num- 
ber up to five at $360,000 and over five at $300,000 each. 

It appears from a statement by Thomas P. Cleaves, 
clerk of the U.S. Senate Committee on Appyopriations, 
that the new offices and employments specifically author- 
ized are 18,993 in number, at an annual compensation of 
$12,716,184, and those abolished or omitted are 5,674, at 
an annual compensation of $3,864,425, a net increase of 








13,319 in number and $8,851,759 in amount. Of this- 


net increase in number, 4,770 were for the postal service, 
including 3,385 clerks in postoflices and 1,239 railway 
postal clerks. The net number of salaries increased is 
16,434, at an annual cost of $2,949,353. This number in- 
cludes increases in the salaries of the Vice-President, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, nine Cabinet 
officers, ninety Senators and 396 Representatives and 14,- 
272 employees of the railway mail service. In addition to 
these increases, the statement also shows that by the legis- 
lation of the session the annual compensation of 19,900 
clerks in postoffices is increased in the aggregate $2,100,- 
000; the annual salaries of 24,227 city letter carriers 
are increased approximately $2,000,000, and 36,900 rural 
letter carriers are increased from $720 to $900 each, at 
an annual cost of $6,647,000. It would have been well if 
Congress could have shown equal liberality in dealing 
with the Services. Even the small favor shown to the re- 
tired enlisted men was done in such a way as to leave it 
in doubt whether the Treasury Department will not be 
able to cipher them out of the increased pay intended for 
them by a forced construction of the law in disregard of 
the principle of judicial construction, which requires that 
Leneficial laws should be construed liberally and not nar- 
rowly. It appears that the total appropriations of the 
Jast session of Congress were $920,798,143. In addition 
to these specific appropriations contracts were authorized 
for public works requiring future appropriations aggre- 
gating $67,934,349, of which over $49,000,000 is for river 
and harbor improvements and almost $16,000,000 for bat- 
tleships, torpedoboats, etc. The largest appropriation 
carried by any one measure was $212,091,193 by the post- 
office bill. The Naval bill carried $98,958,507, the Army 
bill $78,634,582, and the Pension bill $146,145,000. 
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Secretary Taft made an address before the Young 
Men’s Christian Association of Dayton, Ohio, on April 
28, in the course of which he gave some interesting in- 
formation as to what the American Government is doing 
to provide for the comfort and pleasure of persons em- 
ployed in the Panama Canal Zone. He stated that the 
Canal Commission has constructed four clubhouses, one 
each at Culebra, Empire, Gorgona and Cristobal, all alike 
in design. The buildings contain writing, card and 
billiard rooms, bowling alleys, gymnasiums and shower 
baths. A comprehensive plan has been devised, whereby 
the commission, working in conjunction with the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, will manage these and other 
similar buildings in the chief labor centers. “Some ques- 
tion has been raised,” said Secretary Taft, “as to whether 
the expenditure of this money was within the authority 
of the commission. I haven’t the slightest doubt about 
it. The authority of the President in the construction 
of the canal is to build the canal, and he has, therefore, 
the right to expend the monéy in any way necessary in 
the pursvance of that purpose. And I have not hesitated, 





therefore, not only to authorize the construction of these 
clubhouses, under the auspices of the Y.M.C.A., for the 
benefit of the 30,000 or 40,000 people at work on the 
canal, but also to confirm the action of the commission 
in the payment of chaplains of different denominations, 
who officiate in the church services held in the buildings 
of the association in the various labor centers across the 
isthmus.” 
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Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, the American inventor 
who is at present sojourning in London, expresses the be- 
lief that the problem of aerial navigation has been solved 
by the Wright brothers, of Ohio, and that aerial warships 
are a certainty of the future. “My expectation,” says 
Doctor Bell in an interview cabled to the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger, “is that an airship will be perfected ca- 
pable of making 150 to 200 miles an hour. My opinion, 
however, is that the next step in aerial flight will take 
the form of such improvements as will make possible the 
creation of aerial battleships. Naturally, there will be 
development along commercial lines, a feature of which 
will be a great increase’ in speed, but the most attention 
will be paid to adapting airships to the purposes of war. 
My belief is that America will be the first country to per- 
fect aerial battleships. This belief is based on inside in- 
formation, and from the same source I get reliable state- 
ments on which I base my prediction of the early produc- 
tion of an airship of enormous speed. I am confident that 
it will not be long before flying machines will be every- 
where. ‘The developments of the next few months will be 
unprecedented, but the most interesting point is that only 
very few know how near America is right now to solving 
a question which will revolutionize warfare throughout 
the world—I mean the construction of a practical aerial 
battleship.” 
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Noting the coming to Cuba of Brig. Gen. Robert M. 
O'Reilly, Surg. Gen., U.S.A., on a tour of inspection, the 
Havana Post says: “The Medical Department was 
prompty on the ground and in working order at the 
beginning of the second intervention. Not even the 
ealamity of wind, rain, and fire, which visited Camp 
Columbia last October and in March, has interfered with 
the operations of field hospitals or the Base Hospital or 
the general system. The Base Hospital is a restoration 
of the former hospital, which was established when the 
Americans were previously in Cuba, and which was in- 
augurated by Major Jefferson R. Kean, Med. Dept., 
U.S.A., who is now in charge of public health in Havana. 
The Base Hospital is in charge of Major Charles Will- 
cox, Capt. F. M. Hartsock, Capt. W. F. Truby, and 
Capt. William L, Little, and Lieut. William T. Davis. 
Since April 21, 1906, Co. A, of the Hospital Corps proper, 
has occupied its barracks but one month and ten days, 
and during the past year the organization has traveled 
over 7,000 miles and erected seven field hospitals, which 
were put into active use and tried under all kinds of 
conditions. ‘The record is altogether unique and most 
creditable, in all respects.”

Commenting upon the decision of the Supreme Court 
of Rhode Island in the case of Chief Yeoman Buenzle, 
of the Navy, upholding the right of the proprietor of an 
amusement resort to refuse admittance to an enlisted man 
of the Navy solely because he is dressed in the uniform of 
the Service, the New Orleans Picayune remarks: ‘The 
uniform is the livery of the government, and it should 
secure for its wearers consideration and such respect as 
their personal conduct deserves. The government is un- 
doubtedly in some measure to blame for the diminished 
consideration in which the national uniform is held. Our 
military authorities have become so extremely utilitarian 
that they have shorn the uniform of all adornment and 
have made it as unsightly as possible. While a plain uni- 
form may serve for campaigning in the field, a soldier 
should he provided with a becoming and even handsome 
uniform for parade occasions as well as for wear when he 
mingles with other citizens in leisure hours. <A laborer is 
not expected to wear overalls when he visits the theater, 
yet the government believes his working clothes are good 
enough for the soldier at all times.” 
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Writing to the New York Sun from Plattsburg Bar- 
racks a corresepondent, who signs himself “Soldier,” 
says: “Those in authority are troubled over the re- 
fusal of soldiers to re-enlist in the U.S. Army. Why 
should they when every firm and railroad is offering all 
kinds of inducements to discharged soldiers with ‘ex- 
cellent character’? Why should they remain in the Army 
when they can get work in any city in the United States, 
cither on the police force, fire department, or street rail- 
ways, with pay from $60 to $100 a month? That is 
something of an improvement over $13 per. Had Con- 
gress passed the two bills affecting the Army they might 
have been able to keep the most of their best soldiers. 
First and most important was the twenty-five-year re- 
tiring bill; second was the twenty per cent. increase of 
pay measure. Congress didn’t pass the bills, and the 
soldier is not to blame.” 
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Many inquiries having been addressed to the State De- 
partment for information as to whether the American 
Government intends to remit any part of the indemnity 
due to it from*China, the Department on April 20 issued 
the following official statement: “Although the share

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ARMY REORGANIZATION. 


That we must have an increase in our Army is perfect- 
ly patent, not only to every military man, but likewise to 
every civilian who has thought upon the subject. Those 
of our citizens who have not thought upon the subject 
should be so educated that they wil formulate an opinion 
yased upon educated common sense. The instruction of 
this class must come from military men. It has been the 
experience of the writer that the American people of all 
classes like and demand frankness in all relations of life. 
They like it and it appeals to them, If they are told that 
something is needed in any one of the departments of the 
zovernment, and are given good and sufficient reasons to 
support the statement made of the need in question, they 
are more than willing that such necessity shall be sup- 
plied. hey will go further and see that it is supplied. 
{f therefore we really need an increase in our Army and 
a reorganization, and will tell our people frankly all 
about it and why we need it, we can rest assured that we 
will have our wants supplied. 

With this purpose in view it is here asserted that we 
need an increase in our Army because we do not have 
sufficient men and officers to garrison our home stations, 
take care of our national police, and at the same time fur- 
nish the necessary quota for foreign service. At this very 
moment the Marine Corps is anxious to secure the ser- 
vices of the marines on duty in Cuba, and yet the Army 
cannot permit their recall and assignment to other most 
pressing duties, simply and solely because we do not have 
troops enough to supply the places the marines are filling. 
Of course we must have troops on foreign service because 
the good faith of our country is pledged to carry out cer- 
tain national obligations. It may be added in this con- 
nection that our foreign commerce, and business gener- 
ally, demand protection which can only be secured by hav- 
ing our troops occupy certain foreign stations. Unfor- 
tunate!y most of these foreign stations are in the tropics 
and experience teaches us that the American soldier can- 
not be safely held to service in the tropics for more than 
two years at a time, after which he must have a station 
of not less than two and preferably four years in a cli- 
mate where the winters are cold. It is not sufficient that 
these troops be returned from the tropics and be stationed 
for a ‘erm of two to four years in our gulf coast states, 
includiig Texas. 'To violate the above is to fill our sick 
and retired lists with men broken down prematurely by 
tropical service, which means much when we consider the 


losses from the ranks of our educated and experienced 
soldiers. 
Many other reasons could be advanced, but enough has 


been said to establish the necessity for an increase, and 
our next step is to determine upon a basis for such in- 
crease. Shall we blindly add some regiments of special 
arms © Shall we approach the subject in a sensible man- 
ner by examining what other nations of experience have 
done and follow the lines thus established? If we do this 
we must reorganize our entire Army. 









The first thing to be determined, then, is how many men 
do we require, and our next will be to assign them to or- 
ganizations. As to the first, it seems to the undersigned 


that we should have approximately an army—a mobile 
army if you please—of- 100,000 men. A mobile army of 
this size is deemed necessary because we can readily and 
economically make use of an army of that size in time of 
peace. It implies practically one soldier to each 1,000 of 
inhabitants, and in the event of war it can be readily ex- 
panded into a war strength of from 150,000 to 200,000 
wen without any inerease in the commissioned personnel. 
It is believed that this is the smallest number of troops 
that we can safely rely upon to act as a first line, either 
to hold in check an invasion of our own country while we 
organize the great body of our militia, or to, act as an 
invading force of enemy territory in the event of war. 
This mobile army, or in truth any other army we may 
have, should be organized upon lines established by the 
best talent in our country. This means that we should 
organize it upon the lines laid down in our Field Service 
Regulations, Our General Staff has said these are the 
proper lines and it is recommended that we follow them. 
A mobile army of approximately 100,000 men organized 
on the lines of our Field Service Regulations, with the 
present strength of units on a peace basis, is shown in 
the following table. Anyone can make the calculation, 
but it is prepared and spread out before you so that you 
will note and study some of the startling facts to be 


gleaned from such study. It will be observed that the 
present commissioned strength of the several staff corps 
and departments is given in a separate column. Just how 


many of these ean be assigned to those required for our 
mobile army and just how many additional will be re- 
quired for such an army in peace and war will have to 
be determined after careful consultation with the several 
heads of these corps and departments.

Although we should have an army of the size above 
mentioned and organized on the lines indicated as soon as 
practicable, yet it is not believed that it is practicable to 
raise and equip such an army at once. It is believed that 
it will be advantageous and very wise to induce Congress 
to authorize an army of such strength and in the same 
bill to incorporate the number of regiments, etc., to be 
organized each year. Until our present Army is increased 
in the Infantry, Field Artillery and the staff corps so as 
to have it organized in accordance with the provisions of 
our Field Service Regulations, there should be no increase 
in the Cavalry. ‘The following table shows just what 
amount of increase in each is necessary to accomplish 
this result:

In view of the fact that the Cavalry stands badly in 
need of promotion, which it cannot hope to receive under 
the proposed plan for several years, it is suggested that 
a fair proportion of Cavalry officers of all grades be as- 
signed to the Infantry regiments it is designed to organ- 
ize under the proposed plan. This could certainly be ar- 
ranged advantageously with regard to those regiments or- 
ganized the first year. As we require six to eight infan- 
try regiments immediately in order to enable us to relieve 
the marines in Cuba and assign others to foreign tropical 
service, that number of regiments at least should be or- 
ganized and mustered in the first year. 

In order to increase and improve our enlisted personnel 
it is recommended it be announced that a certain number 
of regiments of infantry, batteries of artillery, etc., will 
be organized each year and that the lower grades at least 
will be filled by preference from the ranks. This will 


certainly induce a large number of young and enthusiastic 


students at our military schools, in our state militia and 
in other walks of life, who have special aptitude for the 
military service, to enlist in the Army with the object of 
securing -commissions. 

The foregoing suggestions are made with the hope of 
inducing our Army to think seriously of our wants that 
are now pressing, and at the same time to formulate some 
suitable and proper means for securing them. It is as- 
sumed, as of course, that many will differ as to details 
with what is said herein, but this need not and it is hoped 
will not prevent our approaching this important subject 
with a spirit of compromise if necessary in order, by our 
combined efforts, io secure the results desired. 

In conclusion, let us recollect that we spent years of 
earnest effort in educating our people to believe that the 
three battalion organization is the best for our Army. 
Some suggestions have recently been made about skeleton 
battalions, two battalion organizations and other similar 
schemes which suggest that we should adhere strictly to 
our present three battalion organization until we know 
positively that it is erroneous. In my opinion we should 
not be induced to say anything against it through expedi- 
ency or otherwise until we are prepared to abandon it as 
improper for our Service. G. F. E.

REMINISCENCES OF AN ARMY WOMAN. 

A three weeks’ sea voyage was the only comfortable 
way, in the year 1860, of being transported from New 
York to San Francisco. The present fine luxurious rail- 
roads had not then been commenced, by which people in 
the present day cross the vast continent so comfortably. 
However, we considered the railroad across the Isthmus 
of Panama a great achievement and shortening the jour- 
ney greatly, as before that work had been accomplished 
(with the immense sacrifice of the lives of the laborers) 
all troops with the officers and their families had to be 
transported by sailing vessels around Cape Horn, which 
took nine or ten months. You can imagine the fatigue 
and monotony of the wearisome journey. 

Sailing from New York for Aspinwall was a more 
pleasing prospect ; it only consumed one week. We crossed 
the Isthmus at the risk of contracting the Panama fever, 
a hot, damp atmosphere which was conducive to the ri- 
pening and perfecting of the native fruits, especially ba- 
nanas and pineapples, even though the air was not good 
for man. The trip from Panama to San Francisco on the 
elegant Pacifie steamship was enjoyable. For two weeks 
we glided along in this floating palace on the peaceful, 
glassy waters of the Pacific, no such thing as sea-sickness 
known on that side. 

After a long, foggy, cold and dangerous voyage up the 
coast (with two narrow escapes from being wrecked), 
we found, upon reaching our destination at Fort Van- 
couver that the regiment was to embark on that same 
steamer for San Francisco, so we did not even go ashore, 
but soon put out to sea again and reaching San Francisco 
after another slow, foggy trip, changed steamers in a 
day or so for Los Angeles, where we were glad to remain 
a few days in order to get equipped for a tedious march 
across the desert. We were nearly three weeks in cross- 
ing the desert, and sometimes the water where we camped 
was undrinkable. The length of the marches across this 
desert had to be made according to where we could find 
wood and water, both of which were scarce articles, so 
the day’s journeys varied from ten to fifteen miles; longer 
marches could not be made in the burning sun and heavy 
sand. As it was during the hottest season of the year, 
we had to make very early starts in the morning. Often- 
times we commenced our day’s journey by moonlight or 
starlight, and always were in camp before the heat of 
mid-day. Once we tried a night march instead of by day, 
but it was not satisfactory, as the soldiers were more 
pulled down by it than by day marching. 

It was monotonous and wearisome for women and chil- 
dren, but harder for man and beast. The men sometimes 
gave out and fell down by the roadside and waited for 
the hospital ambulance to come along and pick them up. 
Few officers’ wives undertook the trip, as they could not 
bear being dragged at snail pace through miles and miles 
of white, burning. blinding sand day after day for three 
weeks, Sundays no different from week days to all out- 
ward appearance. One can imagine how the weary eye 
eagerly stretched its gaze ahead to try and catch a 
glimpse of distant trees, for there we would find a stream 
of water of some kind, and get a little relaxation from 
our cramped position by sitting or lounging under the 
shadow of a tree while waiting for the wagons to come 
in with the tents and camp chest. 

On the march we could occasionally pick up a few 
eggs or a little butter from a ehance ranch, which helped 
to eke out our plain meal of bread, pork and canned vege- 
table of some kind, but usually we had to drink our coffee 
clear with only sugar in it. However. we soon became 
accustomed to this and many other deprivations. In those 
days the coffee was the genuine old government Java, the 
very odor of which was refreshing. We sometimes found 
melons at Indian ranches, the flavor of which partook 
strongly of pumpkins. When thus situated, one finds out 
how very few ne rea) Fag ney 4 a n nt “4 
We live in the opem by day and night: we 
take our sleep’on Mother Earth with only Buffalo robe 
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for. a~mattress;- fitting -ourselves into the hollows and 
humps to find a restful position and lulled to sleep by 
the howling' of coyotes and the singing of war songs by 
the neighboring Indians. 

There was very little variety in our long march from 
Los Angéles to our place of destination, Fort Yuma, 
noted especially for being the hottest place in the world. 

Fort Yuma was built upon a hill composed of rock 
and sand, no shade, no trees, no shrubs, no grass, noth- 
ing green visible to the naked eye, nothing but bare rock 
and sand ‘reflecting the heat like a fiery furnace. The 
manufacture of ice was not dreamed of at that time, and 
ice could not be had. The quarters were built of adobe 
mud, three feet thick. They were very nice of the kind, 
however they did not keep the heat out, for the walls 
were so hot on the inside that you could scarcely bear 
‘your hand on them during the summer.. The average 
temperature in the shade for six months was 110 de- 
grees, running up as high as 120 degrees during the 
warmest weather, and at that season never below 100 
degrees, and that only at midnight. After sunset we 
vainly tried to find relief from the hot enclosures by go- 
ing out to the flag staff and sitting around it on seats 
made for that purpose, as it was supposed to be the 
coolest spot on the reservation, but there we were the 
prey of the mosquitoes that buzzed around like hum- 
ming birds, and from that point we could see a burning 
mountain in the distance, which was not particularly 
cooling or refreshing. 

In October and November the temperature began to 
drop a little. so that after sunset we could walk out or 
ride on horseback down to Pilot Knob, which was about 
all the recreation we had. The arrival of the overland 
mail once or twice a month was a great event; sometimes 
six weeks would pass without our hearing a word from 
the States, owing to the stages being attacked by the 
Indians or on account of bad roads. Our commissary 
stores and supplies were brought from San Francisco to 
Fort Yuma by water down the coast and up the Gulf of 
California, but the one thing we craved and needed— 
ice—would not bear transportation. Occasionally during 
the winter a wagon would come across the desert from 
Los Angeles with grapes, which was a great treat. We 
had rain only twice during the year and a half of my 
stay there and that, instead of cooling the air, had the 
effect of a vapor bath which necessitated immediate 
change of clothing. The air in this region was only 
cooled by sand storms which were an occasional relief. 
When they came everything had to be put away and 
covered closely, as the fine sand penetrated books, cloth- 
ing and every exposed article in the house. 

About this time was the beginning of the Civil War, 
and during our second winter came the order for the 
regiment (4th U.S. Infantry) to return to the States. 
Glad as we were to get out of this place of torment, we 
were sorry to be called by war. As it was in the cool 
season we crossed the country very comfortably to San 
Diego. One feature of this march was a cafion through 
which we had to pass (the Temecula cafion), so very 
rough with rocks and steep in places that a rope had to 
be wound around my ambulance many times to keep me 
in. We had a delightful camp near San Diego in an 
olive grove while waiting for our steamer from San 
Francisco with the remainder of our regiment, and also 
the 6th Infantry aboard. We Army women were glad to 
meet again, and during our long sea voyage home had 
ample opportunity to talk over our experiences and com- 
pare notes. Some of the ladies, I found, had been situ- 
ated even more uncomfortably than we at Fort Yuma, in 
some respects. Our heat was more intense, but at Fort 
Mojave the quarters were wretched, thatched roofs and 
houses, old and uncomfortable. It rained there more 
frequently than at Fort Yuma and leaked through so 
that they had to sit under umbrellas and the children got 
under the tables to keep dry, and many other amusing 
inconveniences which we are able to laugh over, now that 
we are well out of them. In all my year and a half at 
Fort Yuma I never saw a church or a parish, but a 
church woman can always find comfort in her prayer 
book and unite with the dear ones far away in the church 
services. 

We had a fair voyage home, reaching New York har- 
bor late at night a few days before Christmas. We came 
home like soldiers from battle rather proud of our scars 
in the Service. We had left home young and fresh only 
a year and a half before, and now our dearest friends 
did not know us when we reached our native land. Thin 
and brown, the color of the adobe houses and the Indians, 
weighing less than 100 pounds, it was no wonder we were 
not recognized. The first thing we did the next day was 
to sally forth and indulge in the long deprived pleasure 
of shopping. 

All too soon came the painful partings of husbands 
and wives. Officers and troops going to the seat of war 
and heart-broken. women to their friends or old homes, 
not knowing all that was to befall us. Years followed 
of painful anxiety during the prolonged bloody war, the 
horrors of which made Fort Yuma sink into insignifi- 
eance. One cannot portray the pain and mental suffer- 
ing of suspense during those fierce battles, such as Bull 
Run, Antietam and the like, while waiting for the latest 
tidings and belated telegrams. But all this has become 
histery, and is familiar to this generation. 

During the last year of the war my husband was dis- 
abled. by his horse falling upon him and breaking his 
leg.. After he left the hospital he was ordered to Boston 
as disbursing officer, where I joined him with a grateful 
heart at having him restored to me once more alive and 
well. We remained there until the close of the war. 

AN OFFICER’s Winow. 
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‘REMINISCENCES OF THE CIVIL WAR. 


Mr. Andrew Carnegie claims the honor of being the 
third victim of the Civil War, the two Massachusetts 
men assaulted by the mob in Baltimore being the first 
and second. At the outbreak of the war Mr. Carnegie, 
who was the superintendent of the Pittsburg division of 
the Pennsylvania Road, accompanied Thomas A. Scott 
when, at the request of Secretary of War Cameron, he 
undertook the reorganization of the government railroad 
and telegraph service. The conductors, trainmen, track 
men, road supervisors, bridge-builders, etc., employed in 
this work were under the direct supervision of Mr. Car- 
negie, who repaired the railroad and telegraph lines be- 
tween Annapolis Junction and Washington for the pas- 
sage of the first troops going to the rescue of the capital. 
Gen. Benjamin F. Butler was the first to pass over the 
repaired line, he and his staff accompanying Carnegie 
from’ Annapolis to Washington. Carnegie was on the 
locomotive, and, when approaching Washington, he saw 
the gg | had torn down the telegraph line, and at one 
place

pinned the wires to the ground between two 
the train, he jumped off, and pulling the 


stake the released wires struck him in the 


face, knocking him over. He came into Washington bleed- 
ing profusely. Mr. David Homer Bates tells this story 
in the Century for May in an article giving recollections 
of the U.S. Military Telegraph Corps during the Civil 
War and of Mr. Lincoln’s connection with it. The article 
is full of interesting reminiscences and anecdotes. Speak- 
ing of Col. Edward 8S. Sanford’s connection with the Gov- 
ernment service as military supervisor of telegrams, Mr. 
Kates says: “What his blue pencil erased from newspaper 
reports had to be left out, and the reporters frequently 
spent hours in procuring some choice bit of news which 
was never transmitted over the wires. Colonel Sanford 
even took liberties with an official telegram from General 
McClellan addressed to Secretary Stanton. The despatch 
was from Harrison’s Landing, dated June 28, 1862. It 
announced the retreat of the Army of the Potomac to the 
banks of the James, and the closing paragraph read thus: 

If I save the Army now, I tell you plainly that I owe no 
thanks to you or to any other persons in Washington. You 
have done your best to sacrifice this Army. 

“Such language was insubordinate, and might fairly be 
held to be treasonable. When it reached the War De- 
partment, Major Eckert sent for Colonel Sanford, who at 
once said that the charge made by McClellan was false, 
and that he, as military supervisor of telegrams, would 
not allow it to go before the Secretary of War. He there- 
fore directed the despatch to be recopied, omitting the 
last paragraph, and the copy, so revised, was delivered 
to Stanton. : 

“McClellan’s biographer, W. C. Prime, referring to 
this incident, charges Secretary Stanton with having re- 
ceived McClellan’s scathing condemnation without denial 
or comment: but neither Stanton nor Lincoln ever knew 
that Sanford had suppressed an important part of an 
official despatch, at least, not until] long after the event. 

“The mutilated copy, so delivered, is contained in the 
report of the Committee on the Conduct of the War, Vol. 
I., p. 339. The fact of the omission, so far as it means 
anything, supports my statement that Colonel Sanford, 
military supervisor of telegrams, took upen himself the 
grave responsibility of mutilating an official communica- 
tion from the General Commanding the Army of the 
Potomac addressed to the Secretary of War. In other 
countries, under strict military rules (which might well 
have applied to this case if the facts had been known at 
the time), officers have been court-martialed and shot for 
a lesser offense. 

“In McClellan’s official report, dated Aug. 4, 1863, of 
his military service between July, 1861, and November, 
1862, the despatch is given just as it was written by him 
and telegraphed to Washington, including the paragraph 
excised by Sanford, and consequently it was by his own 
act that the expunged lines were first made public.” 

Other interesting and valuable reminiscences of the 
war time are found in an article in Appleton’s Magazine 
for May by John 8. Barnes, late U.S. Navy, entitled 
“With Lincoln from Washington to Richmond in 1865.” 
Captain Barnes commanded the U.S.S. Bat, which, as 
convoy. accompanied the U.S. River Queen, conveying Mr. 
Lincoln and his party to Richmond in March, 1865, to 
conduct negotiations for peace. Captain Barnes’s article 
is to be continued in another number, when we shall have 
cecasion to return to it.

ARMY REGULATIONS, PARAGRAPH 5. 


To rHEe Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The attention of the writer has recently been at- 
tracted by several letters written by Army officers and 
published in your columns, conveying praise of their 
superior officers. It has apparently been felt that while 
the provisions of Par. 5, A.R., prohibiting the publica- 
tion, by persons in the military Service, of articles ex- 
pressing disapprobation of their superior officers, cannot 
be violated with impunity, the converse prohibition of 
laudatory publications can and may be to advantage 
considered as a dead letter. 

It is not the purpose of the writer to reflect directly 
or indirectly upon any officer who has been made the 
subject of the letters referred to. My one and only pur- 
pose is to emphasize the propriety and importance of 
the unobserved part of A.R. 5. Some of the reasons why 
a published expression of praise or approbation by offi- 
cers of the Army is almost, if not quite, as unmilitary 
as an expression of censure, seem to me to 

1. An expression of praise of a superior officer often 
implies disapproval of some one of his subordinates. The 
latter is thereby placed in a position where he cannot 
defend himself without impugning his superior. This 
has been the direct result of one of the publications that 
have given rise to this letter. 

2. An. officer who engages in the publication of that 
kind of literature cannot escape the imputation that his 
motives have not been altogether a desire to see an able 
man receive the reward to which his merits entitle him: 
the conclusion that he is indirectly working for his own 
advancement is unavoidable. Under the present condi- 
tions of the Service, when so much power for the ad- 
vancement of their subordinates lies in the hands of 
the senior officers of the Army, it is highly important 
that an officer should confine himself to the proper 
methods of securing that advancement and rest his case 
upon his record. 

These remarks are not actuated by animus against the 
writers of the articles referred to, or to the subjects of 
them, but solely by a desire to see respected a principle 
that ought to be received without question by military 
men, AN OFFICER OF THE ARMY.

To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
There frequently appear in the pages of the JouRNAL 
comments by officers of the Infantry and Artillery as to 
the larger proportion of general officers appointed from 
the Cavalry or who have at some time been in the 


Cavalry. 

It is manifestly unfair to consider such generals as 
Weston, Grant, Greely and Carter as Cavalry appoint- 
ments, The writers referred to always stoutly maintain 
that their arm of the Service is not fairly treated, in that 
a larger proportion of general officers should be appointed 
from branches of the Service other than Cavalry. As to 
which branch deserves these appointments, they always 
argue according to the color of their own stripes. 

The whole subject appears differently to a man whose 
stripes are yellow. General officers appointed from young 
Cavalry officers occupy their position for many years. As 
the large proportion of Cavalry generals is frequently cit- 
ed as a reason why more general officers should not be ap-

RECRUITING BANDSMEN. 
To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL : 

I read the letter by “Chief” in your issue of Apri] 13 
with great pleasure, and it expresses my views exactly. 
Bands certainly need some systematic way of being pro- 
vided with musicians. The difference between a band 
and any other organization is that in the company one 
man replaces any other, and in small bands there are too 
many men that are indispensable. Through the lack of 
obtaining men on the right instruments discipline is as 
great a sufferer as music, for a man gradually gets to 
understand that he is not easily dispensed with, and when 
he wakes up in the guard-house he has been punisied, 
but he has the satisfaction of knowing that he has put the 
whole hand on the lemon tree. 

Army bands need to be supplied with the right men 
playing the right instruments. During the memory of 
man the only change for the better that bands know is 
that they were permitted to become an organiz:tion. 
Were it not for the shame and disgrace of it, I would 
very much like to see our bands compared with those of 
any other civilized or semi-civilized nation in the world, 
and it is very likely that nothing less than such a dis- 
grace will ever show up the necessity for improveicnt. 
Even in the Philippines, where we have gone to educate 
our “brown brother,” we find they have had bands ncarly 
as good as the Spanish ones, and we stil] have an eco of 
them in the Constabulary band of 80 men under the |ead- 
ership of a commissioned American negro. What a com- 
parison for the Regular Army! ANOTHER CIIleEF.

The new home of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, to 
which it removed the last week in April, is within two 
short locks of the building running from Fulton to Ann 
street on Nassau street, in which the paper has been lo- 
cated for many years.

Secretary Taft is convinced after his tour of inspection 
in the Vanama Canal Zone that the construction of the 
canal will take less time than various other observers 
have estimated, Speaking at a banquet given by the 
Business Men’s Club of Cincinnati, on the evening of 
April 2, he said: “If the Panama Canal is not com- 
pleted within eight years from now I shall be greatly dis- 
appoinicd.

Several thousand skilled workmen who had been dis- 
charged from Woolwich Arsenal as an outcome of Secre- 
tary Haldane’s scheme of reducing military expenses 
marched with bands and banners the long distance from 
Woolwich to the House of Commons to impress their 
grievances upon the government. Some of the discharged 
men had been employed in the arsenal for thirty years, 
and their savings are invested in small properties in that 
town. A number of printers and other tradesmen, labor- 
ers and citizens joined the procession, which was further 
increased by a strong body of workers from the army 
clothing factory at Pimlico. Whe entire eight miles of 
march was lined with spectators. The procession, which 
was perfectly orderly, was halted at St. George’s Circle, 
one mile from the Houses of Parliament, and from here a 
deputation of picked men proceeded to the House of Com- 
mons to lay the grievances of themselves and their coin- 
radés before the Premier, Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man. ‘The [’remier made a sympathetic reply, and ex- 


‘plained the necessity of the reduction in military expen- 


diture and the need of: bringing things down from the in- 
flated: position which sbtained during the Boer war. He 
said there must be even further reductions, but promised 
that every scrap of work possible would be given to Wool- 
wich. Lord 'T'weedmouth; first lord of the Admiralty, who 
was present, then promised to do whatever was possible 
in behalf of the Navy Department.

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Capt. Charles de F. Chandler, Signal Corps, U.S.A., 
and J. C. McCoy, of New York, made a successful ascen- 
sion at St. Louis, Mo., April 30, in a balloon of 80,000 
cubie feet capacity, It was hoped that the wind would 
carry them eastward that they might land near Washing- 
ton, but the balloon took a southerly course; veering slight- 
lv to the West. Captain Chandler carried instruments to 
show the altitude and the speed attained. .The air was 
heavy with moisture at the time of the ascension, and 
the temperature almost at the freezing point, but the flight 
was made to have the benefit of the moonlight. Several 
carrier pigeons were taken along, as well as provisions to 
last three days. After. traveling 130 miles on a direct 
line, although many more otherwise, and hovering over 
and crossing sections of five States, the balloon landed 
at twenty-five minutes to three o’clock p.m., May 1, eight 
miles north of Golconda, Ill. The descent was accom- 
plished without difficulty. While the balloon did not take 
the course desired, still Captain Chandler and Mr. Me- 
Coy consider that the flight was a success. A plant capa- 
ble of generating 5,000 cubic feet of hyrogen per hour for 
the use of balloons is to be built at Fort Omaha, Neb., 
at a cost of $21,159, according to the contract.

Bids for the construction of eight lighthouse tenders 
were received from five shipbuilding companies by the 
Lighthouse Board May 1. The New York Shipbuilding 
Company, of Camden, N.J.,. proposed to build four tenders 
at $165,000 each; or if they are fitted with special boilers, 
$4.000 each additional. It proposes to build from five to 
eight of the tenders at $164,000 each; and with special 
boilers, $4,000 each additional. The Fore River Ship- 
building Company, of Quincy, Mass., bids on one, two, 
three, four, and from five to eight of the tenders, its prices 
ranging from $196,700 for one, to $181,000 each for eight. 
The Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock Company, 
of Newport News, Va., offers to build four tenders for 
$189,000 each, from five to eight at $187,000 each.. The 
bid states it will require fifteen months for the construc- 
tion of more than four tenders. The Bath Iron Works, of 
3ath, Me., bids on only two of the tenders, offering to 
construct them for $197,000 each. The Maryland Steel 
Company, of Baltimore County, Md., proposes to con- 
struct two of the tenders for $199,750 each; three, at 
$198,150 each; and four, at $196,500 each. 
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It is gratifying not only to the troops stationed at Fort 
Wood, N.Y., but to the public in general to learn that the 
Statue of Liberty on Bedloe’s Island is to be placed in 
first-class condition and illuminated in the manner orig- 
inally contemplated. The improvements proposed, which 
will be made by the Quartermaster General’s Department, 
will include a new electric light plant for the illumination 
of the great torch and an electric elevator that will carry 
passengers up 200 feet toward the head of the statue, An 
excellent electric lighting system is already installed in 
the statue by which all the interior stairways are. thor- 
oughly lighted all the time, but it is intended to increase 
the power of the lights in the torch, and this will require 
a more eilicient power house, which is now in course of 
construction. ‘The cost of the contemplated improvements 
will amount to about $60,000, and the work will be su-

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A newspaper despatch reports that Charles J. Steed- 
man, son of the late Rear Admiral Charles Steedman, U. 
S.N., committed suicide by shooting on the night of May 
2 at the Hotel de l’Orient, Paris. Mr. Steedman had 
been drinking heavily, which induced despondency. He 
was left temporarily alone in his room that night, and 
when the apartment was re-entered he was found dead, 
sitting in a chair, with a revolver at his feet. He had 
shot himself in the mouth, the bullet traversing the brain 
and passing out at the back of the skull. Death was in- 
stantaneous. The body will be embalmed and shipped to 
the United States. 
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The U.S. Army transport Buford sailed from San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., April 30, for Chinkiang with four million 
pounds of American flour on board for the famine suffer- 
ers in Northeastern China, contributed and collected 
through the efforts of the Christian Herald, of New York. 
The band of the 22d U.S. Infantry played as the vessel 
put out in the stream, and crowds cheered. The Buford 
also carried the following military passengers: Lieuten- 
ants Lincoln and Fredendall, 2d Inf.; Huddleson, 15th 
Inf.; Chapin, 3d Cav., and James, 8th Inf. 
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It was during the connection of Henry Augustus Wise 
with the Naval Bureau of Ordnance, and not W. C. Wise, 
that the 20-inch guns referred to last week were cast. 
Henry A Wise entered the Navy in 1834, served during 
the Mexican War and the Civil War, and died in 1869 in 
Naples while on leave of absence. He was the son-in-law 
of Edward Everett and was himself an author of reputa- 
tion, writing under the pen-name of “Los Gringos” on 
Mexican and California subjects. 
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The Army transport Kilpatrick arrived at Charleston, 
S.C., April 29, with about 500 members of the AftiHery 
Corps.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Major George J. Newgarden, surg., who has been placed 
on the retired list from April 24, 1907, for disability 
incident to the Service, was born in Pennsylvania, June 
25, 1864. “He received the degrees of A.B. and A.M. 
from Central High School of Philadelphia in 1880 and 
1885. and that of M.D. from Jefferson Medical College 
in 1889. He was appointed an assistant surgeon in the 
“Army. Nov. 4, 1892, and promoted captain and assistant 
surgeon, Nov. 4, 1897, and surgeon, with the rank of 
major, in 1905. 

Col. Charles L. Hodges, 24th U.S. Inf., appointed brig- 
adier general, U.S.A., vice Bubb retired, is a Civil War 
veteran, and was born in Rhode Island, March 13, 1847. 
He served through the Civil War as private, corporal, ser- 
geant and sergeant major in the 6th N.Y. Volunteers from 
Aug. 20, 1861, to July 17, 1865. He joined the Regular 
Service as a private in the 18th Infantry, Nov. 17, 1869, 
and served therein until 1875, rising to the rank of ser- 
geant major. He was appointed second lieutenant, 25th 
Infantry, Jan. 20, 1875; was promoted first lieutenant 
June 1, 1880, and captain, Nov. 1, 1891. His promotion 
to major on July 13, 1900, carried him to the 17th Infan- 
try.

The record shows that two witnesses testified to 
the language used by Sturm; that he declined to cross- 
examine one, but did cross-examine the other; that he 
produced no ewitnesses in his own behalf, and did not 
make any statement.

CHANGES IN REGULATIONS. 
G.O. 97, APRIL 26, 1907, WAR DEPT. 

I. Par. 1372, Army Regulations, as amended by G.O. No. 
170, W.D., Oct. 15, 1905, and Par. VI., G.O. No. 106, W.D., 
June 15, 1906, is further amended to read as follows: 

372. An enlisted man who has qualified as a gunner in 
coast artillery or field artillery is entitled to pay at the rate 
of $2 a month if he be a first-class gunner, and at the rate 
of $1 a month if he be a second-class gunner, in addition to his 
pay proper, for a period of three years from the date of quali- 
fication; provided, that during such period he shall not have 
been out of the branch of the artillery service in which quali- 
fication was made for the period of three months or more. If 
discharged before the expiration of three years from the date 
of qualification and re-enlisted within three months from the 
date of discharge, the interval between the date of discharge 
and the date of re-enlistment will be counted as a part of the 
three-year period for which he is. entitled to gunner’s -pay. 
The first muster roll and pay roll on which a gunner is mus- 
tered for pay must show the date of qualification and the 
number, date, and source of the order in which it is announced. 
Subsequent rolls will show the date of qualification, thus: 
“First-class Gunner, June 30, .1905.” te , 

If, by reason of the exigencies of the Service, and not from 
neglect on his part, a gunner. is prevented from participating 
in’ the regular gunners’ examifation of his company or bat- 
tery prior to the completion of his three-year qualification, 
his qualification will continue in force until such time as he 
may have an opportunity to be examined for requalification in 
accordance with existing orders governing the examination 
and qualification of gunners, such extension not to exceed one 
year. Such hold-over qualification will be published in orders 
and the number, date and source of the order will be entered on 
the first muster roll and pay roll on which pay is drawn there- 
under. The date of qualification and fact of extension will be 
entered on succeeding rolls in the following manner: “First- 
class Gunner, June 30, 1905—Classification extended.” 

Except in. case of urgent necessity, a furlough will not be 
granted to a gunner of coast or field artillery immediately be- 
fore the expiration of his term of qualification when his ab- 
sence would prevent him from requalifying at the regular gun- 
ners’ examination. 

The muster roll and pay roll on which a first-class gunner is 
rated or disrated as a casemate electrician, observer (first- 
class), plotter, chief planter, chief loader, observer (second 
class), gun commander, or gun pointer will, in addition to the 
remark giving the date of qualification as “First-class Gunner,” 
thow the date of such rating or disrating thus: “First-class 
Gunner, June 30, 1906. Rated Chief Loader March 10, 1907,” 
or “First-class Gunner, June 30, 1906. Disrated Chief Loader 
April 10, 1907." All intermediate rolls will contain the re- 
mark “Chief Loader, First-class Gunner, June 30, 1906.” 


II. Par. 1448, Army Regulation, is amended to read as 
follows: 
1448. Special instruction in the methods of rendering first 


aid to the sick and wounded will be given to all enlisted men 
of the Signal Corps and of the line of the Army by their com- 
pany officers for at least twelve hours in each-calendar year.

Now that Governor Hughes has approved the act of the 
Legislature authorizing an iavestigation of the New York 
National Guard, the. appointment of the commissioners 
who are to conduct the work will be awaited with wide- 
spread interest. The commission will consist of nine 
members, three to be named by the Governor, three by the 
T’resident pro tem of the state Senate, and three by the 
Speaker of the Assembly. The act authorizes an investi- 
gation of the broadest scope and appropriates $10,000 for 
its expenses. The commission has power to inquire into 
the general condition of the National Guard and the Na- 
yal Militia of the state, the cost of maintenance, the cost 
of armory construction and anything else relating to the 
interests involved. ~The report of the commission will be 
submitted to the Legislature which assembles in Albany 
in 1908: We have already expressed and we earnestly 
repeat the hope that the membership of the commission 
may include one or more experienced officers of the Army 
in order that the investigation may be conducted along 
practical lines by men familiar with military conditions, 
needs and methods. It would be a fortunate thing, in- 
deed, if at least one meniber of the commission should 
be selected from among. the officers of the Army. They, 
together. with three officers-of the National Guard, two 
capable lawyers and-one business man of large affairs,

“The editor of our Berlin contemporary, Armee und Ma- 
Yine, Graf von Reyentlow, captain-lieutenant in the [m- 
perial German navy, has published recently a book in 
which he presents a strong argument against disarina- 
ment and urges instead an increase of the German n wy. 
There can be no doubt that this accords with the view of 
the German government, the latest expression of which 
is found in the declaration of Prince yon Biilow in the 
German Reichstag, that Germany would not even consider 
the wholly impracticable scheme for partial disarmament, 
There is much criticism on the hither side of the Rhine of 
Germany as a prospective disturber of the peace of the 
world, but it would be difficult for her critics to show that 
Von Biilow is not entirely correct when he says that Ger- 
many has never misused her military forces. This is true, 
except as the attempts of Germany to establish her unity 
and to protect and extend her commerce may be consid- 
ered a misuse of her military strength. And if this is to 
be so construed let him among nations who is without sin 
cast the first stone. For our part, we do not, believe that 
disarmament can ever be brought about or even promoted 
by discussion in such a tribunal as that at The Hague. 
Such a discussion is more likely to create the sort of fric- 
tion that leads to international distrust and hence to war. 

Some of the propositions of Von Reventlow as con- 
densed in the New York Times, which publishes a review 
of his book, are these: “The Philippines are, without 
doubt, the apple of discord of the future. Germany must 
lose Kiau-Chow whenever the Japanese see fit to take it 
away. Nothing is more probable than that the rulers of 
Japan see in the United States of America the great dan- 
ger of their future. The colonization of the island prov- 
inces acquired by the war with Spain has cost the United 
States infinite pains and expense, with very, little success 
thus far. The Anglo-Japanese alliance is stil] new and 
strong, but the little yellow man does not look upon his 
British friend as a peculiar and superior brand of white 
man. The friction between Japan and the United States 
is bound to increase, even if the completion of the |’ana- 
ma Canal did not constitute a life and death problem to 
Japan’s economics.” 


The argument of Von Reventlow is for an alliance be- 
tween Germany and the United States in the event of 
what he regards as the inevitable war between us and 
Japan. Our best friend, he contends, is Germany. our 


bitterest though secret foe,’ England.’ Germany is our 
friend, not because she loves us more, but. because we et- 
dangei her less. To profit by the inevitable conflict, (er 
many must hasten ‘to’ make herself ‘a formidable ally. 
What this. authority regards as the: Japanese-American 
crisis he considers conclusive against disarmament. He 
says: “The Philippines are without doubt the apyle of 
discord of -the future. A powerful, well-found American 
navy, with a strongly fortified and convenient base, would 
compel Japan to struggle once more for the command of 
the sea in the Far East, and its predominating position 
and commercial supremacy on the Asiatic mainland and" 
that also under much more difficult conditions th»: two 


years ago. ‘The American Navy could not be cavsiit m 
Rojestvensky’s dilemma of two narrow straits; a /pal- 


.ese fleet, were it never so strong, could not,interrut the 
communication between the islands and the contin nt of 
America. Neither would the. Americans allow themselves 
to be trapped in that fashion, as is shown by the «oncet- 
tration-of their navy on their Pacific coast. It is worthy 
of mention that ever since they have’ begun the increase 
of their Navy, they have paid particular attention to ¢™ 
larging the coal capacity of their fighting ships: : irther- 
moré, there must’ be ‘noted ‘the magnificent coast lin of the

Von Reventlow does not regard. the Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance as lasting, Japan being unwilling to continue it a 
moment longer than is absolutely necessary. A clear in- 
dication of this he finds in the promptness with which Ja- 
pan, its strained finances notwithstanding, began to build 
its own Bavy and munitions of war, practically all of 
which had formerly been pifrchased of its ally. Of the 
possible action of Japan toward us, he says: 

“/rom a military point of. view there is nothing to pre- 
yent the Japanese from seizing the Philippines and there- 
by precipitating a war which is bound to alter the political 
map of the world. The United States is not ready for 
ihis war. It could be considered as prepared only in 
case it had: a fleet with a Philippine base equal to the 
Japanese; or if it possessed. a far more powerful fleet 


which, coming from the American coast, could recover the 
already invaded. Philippines by a successful contest for 
the dominance of the East Asiatic waters. Neither the 


one vor the other is true in this case. The Japanese can 
make themselves masters of the Philippine Islands any 


fiay vith perfect ease and at a minimum cost. Then the 
American fleet, defective as it is in training and in per- 
sonne}, would no longer have a base in the Far East. 


Thus the defense is impossible.” 

li ‘s perhaps just as well that foreigners should cherish 
this delusion as they did previous to our war with Spain, 
in wiich we gave them such a surprise. We do not under- 
rate Japan, nor do we overlook the fact that, as matters 
stand. she would probably obtain temporary successes, 
which might greatly humiliate us, but in one hundred days 
the tide would turn, if our Navy were left free to work 
cut their problem without interference from timid civilians 
in office and cut of it. The result of a war in that event 
would not be determined by the question of the fortifica- 
tion and defense of our possessions in the Far East. 
Are the lessons of our great Civil War so soon forgotten 
that we do not understand that the result of a war de- 
pends not upon the possession of territory, but on the de- 
feat of navies and armies? 

But whatever confidence we may have as to the ultimate 
result of a war with Japan, why should we provoke such 
a war by a display of weakness that invites aggression? 
While the class of peace advocates who claim that the 
way to prevent war is by proclaiming to the world your 
inability to make war cannot accomplish their full pur- 
pose of securing disarmament, they may help economical 
Congressmen to limit the appropriations for war prepara- 
tion. 

And, again, why should Congress make it as hard as 


possibie to recruit our Navy to the maximum, and keep 
it at the maximum by prescribing conditions of enlistment 
impossible under the loose system of recording births 
which prevails in this country? No State or Territory 


has a complete registration of births, and the director of 
the census estimates that in none of them does the regis- 
tration reach ninety per cent, of the births. Even in the 
States where the registration is most complete it is doubt- 
ful whether information could be obtained of even sev- 
enty per cent. of the births, and before 1886 the registra- 
tion was still more unsatisfactory. 

Another thing that is needed for the improvement of 
our Navy is to take off the plaster the Navy Regu- 
lations have clapped over the mouth of every Navy officer, 
and let us have a full and free discussion of the deficiencies 
and needs of the Service. Anyone in touch with Navy 
officers will learn that most valuable ideas for the im- 
provement of the Navy are being discussed among them, 
but there is no encouragement given them to make those 
ideas available for the improvement of the Navy. On 
the conirary, every officer is made to feel that a display 
of zeal for improvement is likely to bring him into dis- 
credit -vith those in authority.

SLANDERERS OF THE NAVY. 

Representative Waldo, of New York, who spoke at a 
meeting of the National Association of Employees of 
Nayy Yards in Boston on the evening of April 26, has 
been mistakenly saddled with the responsibility for the 
Sensational utterances of another speaker on the same 
occasion. Mr. Waldo spoke in -praise of the superiority 
of warship’ construction at navy yards, but the newspaper 
reporis of the meeting got matters mixed and accused him 
of saying that certain vessels built for the Navy by pri- 
vate contractors were seriously defective. He was also 
quote! as follows: “Such warships, sent to the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard almost immediately after completion, for 
repairs, have been found to have rivet holes plugged with 
wood, putty and soap instead of iron rivets. In one in- 
Stance of which I know, several hundred holes were filled 
with putty and wood.” This statement was made by 
Somebody at- the meeting, but not by Mr. Waldo, It 
is a reflection upon every private concern that has 
ever built. a ship for the Navy. When Mr. Henry S. 
Grove, president of the William-Cramp and Sons Com- 
pany, was asked concerning the matter, he said: “The 
At our plant 
there’ are twenty-five: smaval’ officers, who inspect prac- 





fically every: tivet driveti into a ship, as well as every 


other part of the work.’ Such a state of things as that 
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which the Congressman describes could not exist without 
collusion between all these naval officers and ourselves: 
Furthermore, after ships have been turned over to the 
Government before final payment’ is made, they are put 
through a six months’ test: under almost every conceivable 
condition. Surely in this time, if such defects existed, 
they would be discovered,-and payment on the contracts 
withheld. It is true that ships are sometimes turned over 
uncompleted. But this is due to the fact that the Gov- 
ernment is not always ready to instal the armament when 
the ship proper is finished. In such instances the ships 
go to Government yards, and the work connected with the 
installing of the ordnance is completed there. Correspond- 
ing deductions from the contract payments, however, are 
made.” 

Stories of graft in shipbuilding for the Navy 
have been current since ihe organization. They are easy 
to put into circulation and hard to disprove, since it 
would involve the destruction of the particuiar ship to 
show the perfection of its details. At least one shipbuild- 
er has been driven to his grave and the fact that later 
years and the efficiency of the ships he built gave the lie 
to his traducers did not bring him back to life nor restore 
his wasted fortune. ‘Blowholes in Armor Plate” was a 
favorite headline for some years. More recently it has 
been cracks in boiler tubes disguised by black lead. Un- 
sanitary conditions leading to epidemics form another sub- 
ject for the sensation seeker, and absurd as the stories 
appear to anyone conversant with the methods of the 
Navy, and the integrity of its officers, they still gain an 
audience. ‘The latter cannot be convinced that there is 
not some fraud when they are told that there was never 
yet an armor plate forged which did not have in it a blow- 
hole of some size, neither are they conyinced that boiler 
tubes are tested three or four times before they are ac- 
cepted and that it is to the profit of the manufacturer to 
see that no defective ones are offered and put in place only 
to be removed at his expense after being proven faulty. 
So it seems an almost impossible task to assure those who 
wish to believe in fraud that the Louisiana and all the 
other modern ships of the Navy are not in a bad way. 
To tell them that each section of a ship is subjected to a 
high pneumatic pressure and that under such a test plugs 
of wood or soap or putty would last not so long as the 
traditional snowball in the nether regions, would be un- 
convincing, Navy officers recognize that there must be an 
anvil chorus at all times, but they inquire why their ac- 
cusers did not lay the matter before the Department offi- 
cially and assist them in making an investigation and 
forcing the punishment of the guilty.

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In addition to those given in the ARMy aND Navy 
JOURNAL last week, further particulars have been re- 
ceived concerning the recent controversy between Comdr. 
William F. Fullam, U.S.N., commanding the U.S.S. 
Marietta, and Col. Luis Isaula, a Honduran revolutionist, 
lately serving in the army of Nicaragua. It appears 
that on April 11 Ensign Laurance N. MeNair, U.S.N., 
and a landing party from the Marietta,-upon going ashore 
at Tela, Honduras, to protect foreign interests, were con- 
fronted by Isaula and a guard. Isaula drew a revolver 
on Ensign McNair and ordered his guards to cover the 
landing party with their rifles. When these facts were 
reported to Commander Fullam he sent a letter to Isaula 
demanding an apology for his conduct toward Ensign 
MeNair, and also for insulting the British flag at Por- 
nuir. Isaula replied that he demanded an apology from 
Commander Fullam for invading Honduran territory. 
Commander Fullam thereupon denounced Isaula as a 
traitor to his own country, having recently been in arms 
against it, pointing out that Ensign McNair would have 
been justified in shooting him, and giving notice that 
he, Isaula, would be treated as an enemy of the United 
States. Isaula then wrote a letter of apology, which 
Commander Fullam returned as unsatisfactory. A second 
communication was equally inadequate. The matter 
was then taken up with the commander-in-chief, and 
Isaula was not only dismissed in disgrace, but General 
Estrada, in compliance with a demand from Commander 
Fullam, issued orders forbidding Isaula to present him- 
self again at Puerto Cortez. Isaula was also officially 
reported to the authorities of Nicaragua, and the pro- 
visional government of Honduras, as an avowed enemy of 
the United States, in order that they might understand 
his unfitness to hold any office the duties‘ of which would 
bring him into contact with foreigners. The incident was 
brought to a close by the receipt of a letter by Com- 
mander Fullam from J. Ernesto Alvarado, military com- 
mander and president of the governing council of Hon- 
duras, deprecating the conduct of Isaula, and expressing 
the highest respect for the United States.

In view of the repeated occasions upon which the uni- 
form of the bluejacket has been slighted, if not insulted, 
officers of the Navy are calling attention to the necessity 
of making it a distinct dress and imposing punishment 
upon anyone who wears it without warrant. As it stands 
at present, the uniform is aped by many steamship com- 
panies and by nearly every private yacht of consequence. 
Even the cap ribbon is imitated, and until a few days 
ago, after the issuance of an Executive order by the 
President, the letters U.S.S. were in common use by the 
Revenue Cutter Service, which was entirly proper, ex- 
cept that their use by two services created confusion, 
particularly in the minds of foreigners. Hereafter, only 
‘men of the Navy will be designated by these letters. 
“This: Executive order does not, however, do away with 








the fashioning of uniforms after )that’ of the Navy;-and 
it is believed that.only Congressional action can‘ accom- 
plish that end. “So far.ascan-be.learned the Navy is 
perfectly willing to. assume responsibility for al of. the

“During Colonel Biddle’s in- 
cumbency the work of the engineer department of the 
District has been conducted in a highly satisfactory and 
commendable manner,” General Mackenzie said. “We 
only hope that his successor will prove as valuable te. the 
District. Colonel Biddle is a man of excellent ability and 
judgment, In his new capacity he will have an _oppor- 
tunity to continue his high-grade work, and there is little 
doubt that he will handle the position with credit both‘ to 
himself and to the country.” Commissioner Macfarland, 
in speaking of the change, said: “I am exeeedingly 
sorry that Colonel Biddle is going. He has served longer 
than any other engineer commissioner, his term having 
been extended at the request of the District and without 
his volition. He has represented the District in -confer- 
ences with railway engineers and other officials and «al- 
ways held his own, and the commissioners have néver re- 
gretted any of his decisions. Captain Morrow's experi- 
ence as Assistant Engineer Commissioner has. given. him 
a thorough grasp of matters pertaining to the District 
government.. He has shown wisdom,. courage, and a deep 
interest in the affairs of the Engineer Department, and 
there is little doubt that he will be a valuable man at the 
head of the department.” It is fortunate that Captain 
Morrow has been selected as his successor. Like Colonel 
Biddle, he is an engineer of marked ability and industry, 
and possessed of a temperament which admirably ‘fits ‘him 
for the position.

Cuban police at Santiago on April 30 attacked a party 
of liberty men from the U.S.S. Tacoma, shooting several 
of the men and injuring a number of others. The sailors 
got the worst of it, as they were unarmed, while the 
police used revolvers and machetes unmercifully. Comdr. 
Benjamin Tappan, of the Tacoma, sent the following 
cable in relation to the occurrence: “About 2 a.m., 
April 30, a small party of liberty men from the Tacoma 
were attacked by the police of Santiago while on their 
way down to the wharf. Ensign ~Brisbin; who was 
present in civilian clothes, was also. attacked by~the 
police. These were injured: Henry Leo Lee, fireman, 
shot in lung; Claude Joseph Pember, electrician, cut on 
left arm; Leslie Baldwin Dustin, seaman, arms fractured; 
all serious. Also cut and bruised: Ensign A. T. Brisbin, 
Machinist’s Mate C. B. Thackellon, Apprentice E. F. 
Anders, Seamen Glen Cavender and: Louis Cliné,- and 
Electricians Frank Leghorn and N. J. Sturdevant:” ‘All 
is quiet now. Am making a thorough’ investigation. .A 
cable was sent immediately to Governor Magoon, who 
wired the Governor of Santiago Province to .investigate 
and make report, and to direct all of the authorities to 
assist Commander Tappan in every way to learn the 
facts in the case. Governor Perez suspended ‘the “ehief 
of police and captain of the Rural Guard and all police- 
men who took part in the affair. He also instructed the 
Alcalde of Santiago to prevent the possibility of any 
further occurrences of the kind and: requested . United 
States Consul Holladay to make similar efforts. when

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Attorney General Bonaparte paid a very pretty com- 
pliment to the Navy Department in his speech in Balti- 
more, April 29, when he said to the Woman’s:-College 
there was more of the spoils system in the Department 
of Justice than there was in the Navy, a department 
which he recently left. In his speech he said: “In the 
Navy Department there is no question of: favoritigm: or 
patronage. All positions are filled either from the‘Service 
itself or through the civil serviee. In the Department of 
Justice it has been held that legal and special and. confi- 
dential positions did not come under the civil service, and 
a very considerable number of appointments. have been 
made not by civil service rule. -It so happens that nearly 
all of those engaged in polities, are-able to describe them- 
selves as lawyers. One result of this system is that there 
is by no means as good a. spirit of discipline as in. the 
Navy Department.. In the short time that I, have been at 
the head of the Department of Justice I have. found,more 
cases for,punishment and more causes for removals than 
in the whole time when I was connected. with the Navy 
Department, where they. were extremely rare.. There jis 
less of this now than when I assumed. charge, and it is 


-not unlikely that the number will continue to diminish,” 
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WARSHIPS AT HAMPTON ROADS. 


With the large number of American and foreign war- 
ships at anchor at Hampton Roads, Va., there has been 
no end of excitement for visitors and the crews of the 
ships. On the day of the review, April 26, there were 
thirty-eight American ships in the review. The foreign 
ships numbered twelve modern fighting craft, and fur- 
nished a picturesque and striking contrast. 

In the American fleet was represented almost every 
type of vessel from the big sixteen-thousand tonners, the 
Connecticut, Louisiana and Virginia, to the torpedoboats. 
Then there was the old monitor, Canonicus, of Civil War 
days, fitted out at the Norfolk Navy Yard at a cost of 
$10,000, to enable her to take a place alongside the proud- 
est vessels of the Navy, in which she at one time was 
such a formidable unit. Heavy coats of black paint do 
not altogether hide the scars of the antiquated ship, which 
will remain a permanent feature of the Exposition. 

After the formalities of the review were over details 
were made from al] American ships whereby certain offi- 
cers acted as escorts to visiting foreign officers. The 
American battleships and the foreign vessels are anchored 
in two paralfel columns, and each American ship looks af- 
ter the opposite number. Thus the Alabama took care of 
the German flagship Roon, which lies abeam, The blue- 
jackets of the international fleet fraternize on the best of 
terms, and visits have been constantly exchanged. There 
was a party ef one hundred and fifty from the British 
flagship Good Hope to visit the U.S.S. Louisiana April 
29, and there was a special entertainment given on board 
the Maine in the evening. The crew of the U.S.S: Mis- 
souri on May 1 entertained the crew of the British vessel 
Roxburg on board at dinner, which included an inexhaus- 
tible supply of beer, Then there was a vaudeville enter- 
tainment and some boxing among the fistic artists of both 
crews. Several of the early bouts were won by British 
sailors, but the last bout, which is said to have been 
fast and furious, resulted‘in honors for the Missouri. 

On April 20 at noon there put off from the Kentucky 
and the Iowa two launches towing a line of barges loaded 
with men. When the barges touched wharf the sailors 
formed into line, and with the brass band from each ship 
at the head the columns swung down the street and off 
through the portcullis of Fortress Monroe to the ball 
ground. The Iowans carried flauntingly a ten-foot ban- 
ner upon which was written: “Champions of the North 
Atlantic Squadron, 1905, 1906.” Upon the green behind 
the ramparts of Monroe nine men from the Iowa and 
nine from the Kentucky decided the year’s baseball cham- 
pionship of the fleet, and the men from the navies of Ku- 
rope were interested onlookers. Sailors with greenbacks 
stuffed in their jerseys called loudly upon the sports to 
come on and show how vigorous their convictions were. 
The lowans put up $1,100 at even money with few takers. 
The Kentuckians had a contingent of British sailors from 
the Roxburgh and the Good Hope to boost them in the 
betting, and because of the Britishers’ choice a squad of 
Germans from the Roon sat down behind the Iowa's ban- 
ner and converted their partisanship into cash bets. The 
nine from the Lowa were easy. winners. 

By far the most exciting event of April 30, however, 
was the boat races between crews of the American and 
foreign warships, in which the American bluejackets won 
all of the places in two of the three races, and the British 
tars took first and second places in one of the contests. 
The races were between four-oared gigs, twelve-oared 
admiral barges and eighteen-oared sailing launches. So 
intense was the interest in the races that between twenty 
and twenty-five thousand dollars, it is said, was staked on 
the result. The spirit of the sport seemed to have taken 
complete possession of the officers and men of the fleet 
and everything elise was abandoned while the races were 
on. The various excursion steamers arranged their sched- 
ules so as to give their passengers an opportunity to wit- 
ness the events, and hundreds of people from Norfolk, 
Newport News and Old Point were out to witness the 
sport. It was in the second race that the wildest excite- 
ment prevailed. There were sixteen entries, and with 
every nationality represented the event began and the ap- 
plause as th2 various little craft would forge to the front 
became intense. When the finish came theve was less 
than a length between the Argyll’s boat, the winner, and 
the Good Hope tars, who came next. 7 

The weather was perfect. With but little or no wind 
to ruffle the water and with balmy spring temperature 
during the entire day nothing more could have been 
wished of the elements. The following is a summary of 
the events:

The 
T'ruxtun’s crew came in ahead, but the judges held that a 
pennant shonld have been displayed, according to the 
rules. 

The boat races planned for May 1 had to be postponed 
on account of a storm. The boat crew of the British 
mati-of-war Argyll, which won the second race, will repre- 
sent the British navy in the race for the Battenberg Cup 
between American and British boats on Saturday, May 4. 

In the boat races on May 2 the British crews captured 
most of the honors, winning two out of three races easily, 
while the Americans captured one race, but got no place 
in either of the other two. In the races won by the Brit- 
ish, the Germans were their closest contestants. The 
following are the summaries: :

The Kearsarge entertained the crew of the Austrian 
cruiser St. George, the Ohio the Austrian cruiser Aspern, 
the Illinois the German cruiser Roon, the Kentucky the 
German cruiser Bremen, the Connecticut the English 
cruiser Good Hope, the Louisiana the Pnglish cruiser 
Argyll, the Maine the English cruiser Hampshire, and the 
Missouri the English cruiser Roxburgh. 

There will be a big time on board the U.S.S. Missouri 
on the night of May 4, as no less than seven boxing con- 
tests have been scheduled between champions representing 
the British and American navies. The contests are for 
championship honors between heavyweights, middle- 
weights, welterweights, lightweights, bantamweights and 
featherweights. ‘The Americans are giving odds ‘on their 
favorites and plenty of cash will change hands. In the 
heavyweight class the English ship Argyll has a.man its 
crew is backing heavily to whip the American. The best 
fighters in both navies have been picked for the bouts, 
which will not be open to the public. 

The race for the Battenberg Cup will be rowed on. May 
4, and a hot contest is promised.

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PUNCH BOWL FOR WEST POINT. 

The Commandery of the State of New York, M.O.L.L. 
U.S., presented to the West Point Army mess on. Satur- 
day, April 27, 1907, a silver punch-bowl to commemorate 
the hospitality extended by the mess. to the Loyal Legion 
in October, 1906. 

A delegation of about sixty companions visited the Point, 
where a troop of cavalry escorted. the party up the hill 
and to the reviewing stand, where a salute was fired. A 
review and inspection of the corps of cadets took place 
under command of Lieut. Col, Robert L. Howze, com- 
mandant of cadets. 

After the review all proceeded to the officers’ mess. A 
bountiful luncheon was spread in the mess hall. At three 
o'clock all gathered in the large room adjoining and Colo- 
nel Scott called the company to order and in a few well- 
chosen words introduced the chairman of the committee, 
Paymr. George DeForest Barton, late U.S. Navy, who 
said: 

As chairman of the committee,I have the honor to announce 
that this delegation from the Commandery of the State of New 
York, Military Order of the Loyal Legion of the United States, 
led by our commander, comes to-day charged with the pleasant 
duty of presenting to the West Point Army Mess, through you, 
Colonel Scott, as Superintendent of the U.S. Military Academy 
and as President of the Mess, a token, to remain at West 
Point for all time, to commemorate the generous hospitality 
extended to the New York Commandery and its guests, the 
members of the Commandery-in-Chief of the Order, on the oc 
easion of our visit te West Point, Oct. 11, 1906. 

The commander of the New York Commandery, Gen. 
Thomas H. Hubbard, presented the bow! in a happy ad- 
dress, in the course of which he said: 

The State of Maine, whose northern and eastern boundaries 
touch New Brunswick and Canada, has been the theater of 
some border alarms and has humorous traditions of bloodless 
war. It is said that one company marched from an interior town 
with a banner bearing the alarming inscription ‘death or 
victory,’ got thirty miles from home and marched back again 
on news that the anticipated disturbance had not occurred. 
Another apocryphal tale brings a rural company face to face 
with an advancing foe. The men, impatient for orders, began 
to cock their guns in a threatening way, when the captain 
issued his command, “For God’s sake don't fire on ‘em ‘twill 
only make ‘em madder.” 

In the folk-lore of my native town still lives the tale of a 
military company and a_ flag presentation. The company 
won such favor that the ladies decided to present it a flag. 
Their most attractive and voluble member was chosen to make 
the presentation speech and the captain of the company was to 
respond. A day was set for the ceremony and an. andience as- 
sembled, appreciative and expectant. 

The appointed moment came. The lady forgot her prepared 
speech and as she advanced with the flag in “her outstretched 
hand could only say, “I present you this flag.’ The captain 
answered, “I thank you marm'’—and the ceremony was over. 

Brevity is a virtue that listeners extol and speakers often 
disuse. But this occasion may excuse some sentences more 
than the two I have given as examples of condensed speech. 
For a punch bowl favors fluency of address more than a’ flag. 
The crities of our committee have asked why a punch bowl 
was chosen as the object for presentation. Is it the device of 
West Point or the Loyal Legion? Does its selection imply 
that the military ardor of either needs an -artificial stimulus? 
A punch bow! is not a martial weapon. You do not use it to 
subdue your enemy, though it may sometimes overthrow your 
friend. You cannot take it with you to the drill ground or the 
field of battle. And if you take its contents with you there, 
that contributes nothing to precision of evolutions. Yet the 
selection was right. It is the memento of a social occasion; not 
a martial one. A soldier's life is not all bloodshed. This gift 
recognizes its human aspects. It is a souvenir of courteous 
hospitality extended by West Point to the Commandery-in-Chief 
of the Loyal Legion and their hosts. the New York Commandery 
of the order. It expresses,-in a form not wholly perishable, our 
recognition of that otcasion, and of the bonds that exist between 
the Military Academy and our order—bonds that are woven in 
similar service, similar belief,.and similar aspirations, 

The bowl has a capacity of twenty-nine quarts, a height 
of fifteen inches, a diameter of eighteen and three-quarter 
inches, and contains over 298 ounces of sterling silver, 
$25 ‘fine. 

The ladle for the bow] is also-of sterling silver: On-the 
handle, in colored enamel, are the arms of West Point. 
Below the arms is a monogram, “L. L.” in gold, sur- 
—— by laurel, which trails down the handle to the 

wi. 

Colonel Scott responded, accepting the bowl for the 
mess in a most graceful and patriotic little speech as fol- 
lows : 

Gentlemen of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion of the 
United States: When. I look at that beautiful and most ca- 
pacious bowl I am reminded that our former bowilless condition 
could best be described by the words of that young Princeton 
student who first sang: 





I wish that I had a barrel of rum 
And sugar three hundred pound, 
The college bell to stir it in 
And the clapper to stir it around; 
I'd drink to the health of Old Nassau 
And her friends both far and near, 
For I’m a rambling rake of poverty 
And a son of a gambolier. 


But now, gentlemen, thanks to your liberality, and gener- 
osity, this condition is changed, and this mess has no envy 
henceforth toward any college on account of its bell and 
clapper. Gentlemen, I rejoice in the spirit and feelings which 
have brought about your coming here to-day and I thank you, 


and through you the officers and companions of your command. 
ery, for this tasteful and artistic gift, in the name not only of 
these gentlemen of the mess here present, but of the Officers 
of the Regular Army, eligible to this mess, wherever they may 
be, in the United States, Cuba, Hawaii, Alaska or the Philip. 
pines. We thank you for the cordiality and good will shown 
to us of a younger generation, for the confidence in. us of those 
who in their day fought the good fight, of those who did rot 
hesitate to shed their blood for the salvation ‘of the republic 
who furnished the force, energy and intelligence to lead er 
soldiers and sailors to win her battles on land and on the sea: 
for the confidence that when she may again be in danger 
we may be found worthy to walk in your footsteps. And we 
are deeply grateful for the memorial you have placed in this 
mess to testify of this confidence to our children’s children.

McCLELLAN MONUMENT UNVEILING. 
The bronze equestrian statue of Major’ Gen. George 
Brinton McClellan, commander of the Army of the Po- 


tomac in the Civil War, was unveiled in Washington on 
May 2 with military and civil ceremony under the aus- 
pices of the Society of the Army of the Potomac. fo. 
gardless.of a raw wind from the north and- the lowering 
skies, thousands of persons gathered to witness the uny: il 
ing. The statue is located in one of the most commanding 
sites in the city, at the junction of Connecticut avenue 
and Columbia road, just at the crest of the hill. 

The exercises were held at 2:30 o’clock p.m. and inelud- 
ed an address by the President. At their conclusion there 
was a military parade reviewed by the President, who o- 
mained at the stand in front of the statue until the troops 
had passed. . 

After the invocation by Right Rey. H. Y. Satterlee, 
bishop of Washington, a brief history of the statue was 
given by Brevet Brigadier General Horatio C. Kine 
United States Volunteers. The unveiling by’ Dr. George 
B. McClellan followed, then a salute by the 4th Bat- 
tery, U.S. Field Artillery, and “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” After the parade of troops past the statue, Major 
Gen. J. Franklin Bell, Chief of Staff,"U.S.A:, commaid- 
ing, came’ the: address by the President. .Major Gen. 0. 
O.. Howard,. U.S.A., retired, and Major Gen. Grenville 
M, Dodge, U.S.V., made addresses, followed by a benedic- 
tion by Rey. William R. Tonvey, D.D., archdeacon of JJer- 
sey City: late private, W.V., Light Art., 11th Corps, 
Army of the Potomac. 

The statue is the work of Frederick Macmonnies and of 
James R. Cochroft, who executed the pedestal from the 
design of Mr. Macmonnies. The height of the figure from 
the ground is thirty-seven feet and the pedestal, which is 
of pink granite, stands twenty-three feet high: Both sides 
are decorated with bronze trophies, 

President Roosevelt in his address said: “To General 
McClellan it was given to command in some of the hard- 
est, fought battles and most important campaigns in the 
great war of this hemisphere, so that his name will be for- 
ever linked with the mighty memories that arise when we 
speak of Antietam and South Mountain, Fair Oaks and 
Malvern ; so that we never can speak of the great Army 
of the Potomac without having rise before us the figure 
of General McClellan, the man who first organized and 
first led it. ‘There was also given to him the peculiar gift, 
one that is possessed by but very few men, to combine 
the qualities that won him the enthusiastic love and ad- 
miration of the soldiers who fought with and under him 
and the qualities that in civil life endeared him peculiarly 
to all who came in contact with him.” 

Incident to the chief event of the day was the reunion 
of the Society of. the Army of the Potomac with its 
reunions of the several Army corps, and the day's 
program was concluded with a reception at the Con- 
gressional Library in the everiing, the reception commit- 
tee being composed of many officers of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Volunteers of the Civil War. Major

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THE KOEHLER CASE AGAIN. 


The latest copies of the Manila American bring a full 
report of the statement made by Capt. Louis M. Koehler, 
before the court-martial, whose action in acquitting him 
we reported some weeks ago, and also the argument of 
his counsel, Capt. Wm. F. Flynn, 8th Cav. ‘The state- 
ment of Captain Koehler is a repetition at length of his 
previous charges of injustice brought against General Wood 
and Major Seott. As to the document in which Captain 
Kochler so severely criticized them and which led to 
his trial, the Captain says: ‘The defense has held that 
this was a partial setting forth of its view of the previous 
tria! based on the record of the trial; that the language 
used was necessary, and that there was no intent to in- 
jure anyone by forwarding it to the war secretary. There 
was no intention of being disrespectful or insubordinate. 
Whether the language was necessary and permissible, in 
yiew of all the facts presented before, was the bone of 
contention and the point on which the whole case rests.” 

Captain Koehler explains that he submitted his appeal 
to criticism before forwarding it. He says: ‘We soft- 
ened the language in a number of places when Captain 
Brown said I must discuss it with Colonel Varnum, the 
post commander, in whose judgment he had great confi- 
dence, and with Captain Rivers before forwarding it as 
it mast contain nothing that could possibly be objection- 
able and lead to future trouble and not secure the action 
desired and requested; to which I at once consented. I 
took it in the amended form which is that now before the 
court and gave it to Colonel Varnum in his office and he 
read it most carefully—going over it several times and 
pronounced it respectful in language and form and later 
said ii was all right. After quite a long discussion Cap- 
tain Kivers pronounced it respectful in language, digni- 
fied, snd a legal representation of the redress I deserved 
and \hich he believed I was entitled to. This last opin- 
ion lie based upon the careful study and review he had 
made of the record some time before. Captain Rivers did 
not favor the fourth section and later I talked it over 
with ‘aptain Brown and in the evening I again discussed 
it with Captain Rivers, when he said it was all right.” 

Captain Flynn in his argument said: “The evidence 
of Captain Brown shows that this application was pre- 
pared by himself, acting as counsel for the accused upon 
data furnished him; that while this data was supplied by 
the accused, the language was wholly his own. * * * 
Takeu as a whole, the document appears a calm, dignified 
appea! to higher authority by one fully convinced of the 
justice of his client’s position.” 

Jn his argument on behalf of Captain Koehler before 
the court, Captain Flynn said: “It would seem that the 
right of the aceused to appeal having been established, 
he should be allowed the use of such language as will 
clearly represent his position. In making his defense be- 
fore 1 court it is the custom supported by regulation from 
the War Department for the accused or his counsel to 
adopt any means before a military court that would be 
considered legitimate and proper before any court of jus- 
tice. The object and purpose of this latitude is clearly 
the free and untrammeled opportunity for the defense. 
Having made such a defense and through its proving in- 
effectual having determined to carry it to higher author- 
ity, such act ¢annot be considered in any other light than 
that of extending or continuing this defense before the 
higher authority and the same latitude allowed the ac- 
cused before the court ‘should continue to surround him 
as long as he acts in good faith, seeking only his own 
legitimate advantage, and not misusing such privilege to 
the willful injury of another (Winthrop, p. 421—Privi- 
lege). It would seem that as long as the appellant kept 
within these limits he should be allowed to use such lan- 
guage as will fully set forth his claim. Of what use is it 
to allow one to make an appeal and yet restrict him in 
his choice of language to such as would be appropriate to 
original military correspondence which must stand wholly 
on its prima facie merits and is entirely without privi- 
lege? ‘The use of language essential to a proper repre- 
sentation of his case eould not constitute an offense, for 
— er. in language would mean the restriction of 
a legal right.” 

In closing his argument, Captain Flynn said: “Officer 
after officer on meeting me, and some called upon me par- 
ticularly for that purpose, charged me to to see to it that 
Koehler got acquitted, for they had read the letter as pub- 
lished in the Army papers and believed he was fairly in 
the right. Some, one or two at least, took the trouble to 
tell me that though they personally disliked Koehler, they 
nevertieless believed he was in the right in this case and 
urgd me to leave no stone unturned to secure his acquit- 
tal. ‘Lhis, gentlemen, is the man whom you are now 
called spon to declare, in the words of Winthrop, as ‘un- 
worthy to abide in the military service of the United 
States.’ * This issue runs far beyond the limits 
of its present individual application—beyond the limits 
of the statute law—and touches even upon the matter for 


which 0 precedent exists, namely, the right of an ag- 
— member of the United States Army to appeal for 
redress 


‘ The defense has claimed throughout, and I be- 
lieved with reason, that such a right exists and that such 
existence presumes the further-accessory of the use of lan- 
fuage essential to render this right vital, operative and 
effective. The prosecution denies this accessory and thus 
restricts the operation of the right itself. Here, then, is 
the real issue; we are at last at the divide. The case is 
Without known precedent—the law is silent—the exist- 
authoritatively determined.” 
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MA? AND INTELLIGENCE WORK IN CUBA.

it fail me and that was due to a new wire fence built 
after the reconnaissance map was made. I could send 
patrols a mile ahead or on the flank with perfect confi- 
dence that they would find roads, bridges, impassable jun- 
gles or other definite things. Even the Zapata Swamp is 
no longer a mystery! The sheets wherever possible will 
be done on tracing linen and copies furnished the various 
stations for additions and corrections during the coming 
year. 

“As to intelligence work, the younger officers have been 
greatly interested in this and in both map work and sta- 
tistics have gained more practical knowledge than they 
would in a year’s course in ordinary garrison school. The 
secret service work started by you which fell to my lot 
was most interesting and, I believe, useful. Not many re- 
ports have been made, for I have had the usual diffidence 
of hating to report things that were not absolutely cer- 
tain. I felt that headquarters knew too many things that 
were not so and wanted only the truth. On one occasion 
just previous to Feb. 24, when there were persistent and 
well-founded rumors of an uprising, I did risk reporting 
in cipher, the day preceding, that there would absolutely 
be no uprising. This information I got from my chief 
service employee after telling him that I wanted only the 
truth. The determination of the Department to defer the 
Presidential election for a year has made almost every- 
hody breathe a sigh of relief. They feel that absolutely 
nothing is going to happen for another year and are cor- 
ence or non-existence of the right of appeal must now be 
respondingly happy.” 
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BLUEJACKETS ON SHORE. 

We print the following letter in the Des Moines Regis- 
ter and Leader : 

“It was with a feeling close to disgust that I read in 
Sunday’s papers a press dispatch stating that the decision 
in the case of Chief Yeoman Buenzle, U.S.N., versus 
Newport Amusement Association, had been handed down 
and was to the effect that any amusement company, or 
any other company operating under a franchise to furnish 
public amusement, had every right to exclude a bluejacket 
from within its doors under the condition that, if a price 
had been paid for admission, said price should be returned. 

“The ground on which the decision rests is that a blue- 
jacket has no more legal rights than any other citizen, 
that the proprietor of a dance hall or any place of amuse- 
ment has as much right to exclude a bluejacket as he has 
to exclude a civilian. 

“In this decision Judge Sweetham fell far short of 
hitting the nail on the head. No right-thinking man con- 
tends for a moment that a sailor or soldier has, or claims 
to have, any more legal right than any other citizen. 
When on shore he is exactly the same as any other citizen 
and is required to abide by the same laws. But when he 
goes up in a perfectly well-behaved manner and applies 
for a ticket of admission to the Newport Amusement As- 
sociation’s exhibit—oh, no! he can’t go in, because he has 
on the United States uniform: because he, though every 
bit a gentleman, has elected to take up the most honorable 
of all professions, that of a sailor or soldier of the Unit- 
ed States, and as a consequence has to wear a uniform— 
a uniform that has always stood for all that is best and 
honorable in the traditions of this country—he is not 
good enough to occupy a seat in that select place of 
amusement. A criminal two days out of jail can step up 
and walk in (provided he has on citizen’s clothes), and 
can mingle with all, dance with whem he pleases, without 
fear of molestation; but a bluejacket or a soldier comes 
along and the proprietor rubs his greasy hands and says, 
‘Awful sorry, my man, but you know we can’t let you in 
if you are wearing the United States uniform: just go 
shift into civilian clothes and it will be all right.’ 

“There is the ‘nail, and the last sentence is the 
‘head’ that Judge Sweetham should have hit. The ques- 
tion is not cne of the legal right of a proprietor to ex- 
clude whomsoever he pleases, it is a question of his legal 
right to exclude a man because he has on the uniform. 
It is a question of whether or not he can publicly degrade 
the uniform, whether or not he can turn the uniform from 
a badge of honor to a badge of dishonor. ‘That is the 
question that the judge should have decided, and there 
is but one way for him to have decided, and that is this: 
‘That the proprietor of any place operating under a fran- 
chise to furnish public amusement in return for a sum of 
money cannot in selling admission to his house discrimi- 
nate betwecn two persons of good character, one of them 
being in the United States uniform and the other in ci- 
vilian clothes, to the defriment of either. For such dis- 
crimination the offender is liable to the law. 

“Had Judge Sweetham decided in that manner he 
would have hit the nail on the head—and incidentally a 
nail that has long needed driving. Very sincerely yours,

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SUBMARINE TESTS. 


Interesting trials between the submarine boats Lake, 
built by the Lake Torpedoboat Company, of Bridgeport, 
Conn., and the Octopus, representing the Holland type 
of boat, built by the Electric Boat Company, of New 
York, began at Newport, R.I., May 1. The special trial 
board, consisting of Capt. Adolph Marix, Naval Constr. 
D. W. Taylor, Comdr. Burns T. Walling, Lieut. Comdr. 
W. S. Smith, Lieut. John W. Timmons and Ensign F. 
H. Sadler, U.S.N., were present, and Captain Marix 
announced that the tests would be comparative rather 
than competitive and that there would be no races_be- 
tween the boats, and it was decided that each should be 
tried separately. The Octopus was the first boat to start 
on a test on May 1. She had to abandon the trial, how- 
ever, because she broke a bracket of her port engine just 
as she was about to be sent over the measured mile 
course. Before the accident the Octopus had several 
successful unofficial runs over the course. The members 
of the naval trial board were aboard the Octopus when 
the bracket broke. : 

The Lake underwent her first official test on May 2, 
which she completed without any mishap, in the most 
successful manner, with the members of the trial board 
aboard. The conditions of this day’s test were that the 
boat should make three surface runs under both her 
motors and her gasolene engines and three under her 
gasolene engines alone. A strong northeast wind was 
blowing down the course and, with the tide setting in, 
the sea was as choppy as it ever is on the bay except in 
storms. ¥ 

Her unofficial time is given as eight and six-tenths 
knots an hour. Under her gasolene engines alone the 
réduction was hardly one knot, the rate being 7.68 knots. 
It is said that tidal corrections will give the Lake an 
even better record, for the current which she faced for 
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some time was strong and for a time she had to encounter 
a choppy sea. 

The Lake reached the upper line of the course in seven 
minutes and sixteen seconds, a rate of 8.26 knots. Run- 
ning back, the boat had the advantage of the wind, but 
the tide was against her and the sea rough. The Lake, 
however, made a fine run, her time being six minutes and 
thirty-three seconds, or 9.16 knots per hour. The aver- 
age of these two runs was a rate of 8.71 knots. The 
run up the course again, which was against the wind, 
but with a little tide favoring the boat, was made in 
seven minutes and forty seconds, a rate of 7.83 knots. 
Down and up the course the average speed was 8.49 
knots. This completed the try out of the boat at a 
maximum speed under both her motors and her gasolene 
engines, and it was found that the average rate was 8.6 
knots an hour. 

In the speed test of the Lake under gasolene engines 
only the conditions of wind and sea had improved, and 
on the third run down the bay with wind and tide with 
her, she made her best speed of the day, which was at 
the rate of 9.18 knots. Her first run under engines was 
made in six minutes and fifty-seven seconds, a rate of 
8.63 knots. Her second run, against both wind and 
tide, was her slowest, the time being nine minutes and 
eighteen seconds, and the raté 6.45 knots. The average 
rate of these two runs down and up the course was 7.54 
knots. The mean average speed for the three runs with 
gasolene engines alone was 7.68 knots. Five more runs 
under the gasolene engines alone were made at gradually 
reduced speed to enable the board to make a speed curve 
from ,which to figure exact deductions. The Octopus 
having been repaired was to undergo her trials on May 2, 

Advantage will be taken of our increased knowledge of 
submarine construction to so alter the Pike and Grampus, 
which have been so long at the Mare Island Yard, as to 
greatly increase their factor of safety. Larger batteries 
will lengthen their period of possible submersion to three 
hours and bilge keels will enable the crew to move about 
more freely without altering the displacement of the ves- 
sel. Hooks for hauling the vessels to the surface in ease 
of accident are to be placed on the side.

Post Paymaster'’s Office, Washington, D.C., April 30, 1907. 

Sir: I have the honor to advise you that the Act of 
Congress March 2, 1907, authorizing extra pay of $6.25 per 
month for ‘‘fuel and lights’’ to retired enlisted men of thirty 
years’ service, has been informally construed by the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury to mean that only those men who retire 
after March 2, 1907, shall be entitled to this extra $6.25 per 
month. The amount of $6.04 paid you on this account from 
March 2 to 31, 1907, was therefore an overpayment, and, by 
direction of the Paymaster General of the Army, has been de- 
ducted from: your April pay. This law has again been re- 
ferred to the Comptroller for further consideration, and, in 
the event that he decides favorably, this monéy will be paid 
back to you.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The U.S.S. Baltimore, under command of Lieut. Comdr. 
Clarence M. Stone, from Gibraltar, April 11, and flying a 
homeward bound pennant 465 feet long, arrived at the 
navy yard,- New York, after being some four years abroad. 
She brought home the body of Lieut. Stanley Woods, navy- 
igating officer of the ship, who died from septic pneu- 
monia, following blood poisoning, after the extraction of 
an ulcerated tooth in Singapore. The ashes of Rear Ad- 
miral Austin Kautz, who died in Naples, were also on 
board. The Baltimore sailed from: Cavite on Feb. 9, 
1907, after an inspection of her boilers and machinery, 
which need repairing. While on the Asiatic station the 
Baltimore captured the cruiser record for target practice 
in 1906, for which she carries as a trophy a bronze tab- 
let on the break of the poop deck. With her twelve 6-inch 
guns, out of nine shots fired, the record was 6.85 hits a 
gun a minute. The Baltimore’s crew also won the Rugby 
football trophy in Australia, beating the English at their 
own game before twenty thousand persons. Although the 
3altimore’s boilers were not in the best of condition, she 
made the run, from Manila on schedule time. She was a 
day overdue, but this day was lost through the cruiser be- 
ing laid up at Naples on account of stormy weather. She 
left Manila on Feb. 9 and came via the Suez Canal. Stops 
of several days’ duration were made at Singapore, Co- 
lombo, Aden, Suez, Port Said and Gibraltar. Much of 
the trip was stormy, but the toughest weather of all was 
encountered when the Baltimore was three days from 
New York. ‘The members of the crew considered that the 
baseball game at Colombo between two Baltimore teams 
was the most exciting event of the trip. It was exciting 
on account of the effect it had on the native Ceylonese, 
who turned out in great numbers to witness it. The ves- 
sel will go out of commission, and it is the intention: to 
fit her up as a mine laying vessel. 

The new United States scout cruiser Birmingham will 
be launched from the yards of the builders, the Fore River 
Shipbuilding-Company at Quincy, Mass., on May 29. She 
is to be christened by Miss Mary Campbell, of Birming- 
ham. 

On a warrant sworn out at Norfolk, Va., April 27, by 
Francisco Jutingo, a seaman aboard the U.S. naval col- 
lier Abarenda, Capt. J. T. Rogers and First Assistant 
Engineer Reilly, of that vessel, were arrested, charged by 
the complainant with having beaten, wounded and im- 
prisoned him without justifiable cause and with having 
tired revolvers at him. Both of the defendants were 
bailed. Jutingo alleges that he was maltreated while the 
vessel was at sea, The captain and engineer of the -col- 
Jier are merchantmen and not regularly enlisted in the 
Navy. 

The United States gunboat Paducah sailed from Puerto= 
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Cortez, Honduras, April 27; for Puerto Barrios, Guate- 
mala, where it is reported warlike preparations have re- 
cently been made. The Paducah will look over the situa- 
tion, keeping in wireless communication with the gunboat 
Marietta, and was expected to make but a short stay. 
~The U.S.S. St. Louis arrived at the New York Na 
Yard, New York, May 1, from Hampton Roads, April 
29. She was delayed on the trip north because of the 
heavy fog. The ship wert direct to Drydock No. 3, and 
will remain there until the latter part of May to have her 
bottom cleaned and painted, and to receive some minor 
overhauling. ‘ 

Bids were opened at the Navy Department May 1 for 
the construction of buildings at the naval training sta- 
tion for the Great Lakes, near North Chicago, Ill. The 
Noel Construction Company, of Baltimore, Md., was 
lowest bidder on the twenty-four general service build- 
ings needed, the bid being $2,137,986. There were five 
bids filed for this work. For the construction of eight 
officers’ houses, McArthur Brothers, of Chicago, were 
lowest, their bid being $109,011. Three bids were filed 
for the extension of water mains, the lowest being by 
Henry C. Patterson, of Waukegan, IIl., at $6,300. ‘ 

The Rhode Island officials visiting the Jdmestown 
Exposition on April 29 went aboard the U.S.S. Rhode 
Island and presented her, through her commander, Capt. 
Charles G. Bowman, with a fac-simile reproduction of 
the deed transferring the island of Aquidneck, now the 
island of Rhode Island, from the Narragansett Indians 
to the colonists in 1637. The deed transferred the 
“Great Island of Acquidneck” to William Coddington 
and others for forty fathoms of white beads. It is signed 
by Great Sachems Canonicus and Miantonomoh and it is 
an interesting fact that two monitors of the Navy now 
at Jamestown as a part of the Hampton Roads fleet 
bear the names of these Indian chiefs, who by the deed 
of 1637 gave the land from which the battleship Rhode 
Island gains its name. 

Successful experiments, according to a cable from 
Madrid, Spain, have been conducted by Spanish officers 
in firing torpedoes without cables. The system is based 
on the principle of Marconi’s wireless telegraphy. 

Describing the skill shown by the captain of the White 
Star liner Celtic in handling his ship while lying in the 
New York lower bay, waiting for the fog to lift, so that 
he could make his port, the N.Y. Tribune says: “The sit- 
uation looked bad, and the pilot said to Commander 
Hambelton, ‘Well, what are you going to do when the tide 
turns?’ ‘The Celtic was then pointing up the channel. 
‘Wait until it’s slack water and I’ll show you,’ responded 
the skipper. Commander Hambelton’s experience in the 
Royal navy asserted itself, and he threw ont his stern 
anchor and cleverly swung the big steamer across the 
channel the way warships are warped. Had he trusted 
to luck or permitted the tide to carry his boat around 
she would certainly haye grounded on the edge of the 
channel.”’ 

The old frigate Constellation at Coasters Island, New- 
port, R.I., had her yards cock-billed during the heavy 
blow of April 24, and the sight caused old mariners to 
look Training Stationward and admire the methods em- 
ployed in the by-gone days of square riggers in the Navy 
during stormy weather. 

Comdr. Reginald F. Nicholson, of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, has reported his arrival at San Francisco. He 
left Washington April 22 with a draft of 208 enlisted 
men, including seamen, coal passers, seamen gunners and 
hospital corps men, who will be distributed between the 
Milwaukee, Buffalo and California. He-is expected to 
return to his post within two weeks. 

The Navy Department has decided to permit the first 
and second boat crews of the Naval Academy to partici- 
pate in the regatta to be held at Poughkeepsie June 26. 

According to despatches received at the Navy Depart- 
ment the gunboat Annapolis has arrived at Midway Isl- 
and on her way to Tutuila, where she will be the station- 
ship for the next two years. She succeeds the wooden 
cruiser Adams, which will return to San Francisco to be 
surveyed and either repaired or placed out of commission. 

It is announced that plans had been completed for the 
merger of the Pocahontas Consolidated Company and the 
Pocahontas Collieries Company under the name of the 
Pocahontas Consolidated Collieries Company. The -new 
corporation, it is said, will be organized under the laws 
of Virginia or West Virginia, and will have an author- 
ized capital of $7,800,000. Under the plan the Pocahontas 
Consolidated Collieries Company, which will own the coal 
so much in favor in our Navy, will acquire, in all, about 
20,000 acres of coal lands, with an estimated tonnage of 
180,000,000 tons, and about 2,125 acres of non-coal lands. 
The consolidated concern will own 2,720 ovens. It is pro- 
posed to establish at least three additional coal mining 
plants along the line of the Pocahontas and Western Rail- 
read which is being constructed by the Norfolk and West- 
ern Railway Company to develop the property. 

The first of the international boat races between the 
crews of warships gathered off the Jamestown Exposition 
grounds in Hampton Roads was rowed on Apri! 29 be- 
tween crews from the British armored: cruiser Roxburgh 
and the American battleships Alabama and Virginia. The 
Britishers were in the lead for the first hundred yards, 
but after that were left far to the rear. ‘Phe boat crew 
from the Alabama won from the Virginia crew by a 
scant ten yards after a bow-and-bow struggle over the one- 
mile course. ; 

It is hoped to. determine the question of the value of 
oil as a substitute for coal on naval vessels by the experi- 
ments to be conducted on the U.S. Wyoming, which will 
be equipped with an oil burning apparatus, which can be 
removed so as to substitute coal for the purpose of com- 
paring the results with the two fuels, Experiments with 
the electric gear in the turrets of the U.S.S. Maine have 
been so successful that it is expected that this or some 
like system will be installed in other vessels.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., May 1, 1907. 

The midshipmen on Saturday night participated in a most 
successful musicale. The music was interspersed with a_ bit 
ef comedy and minstrel acts. The midshipmen were assisted 
by a string orchestra of the Academy band, under Professor 
Zimmermah and Prof. Carlos V. Cusachs, who rendered several 
vocal selections. The program opened with a vocal quartet, 
Midshipmen Le Bourgeois, West, Ashley and Burdick, the selec- 
tions being, “Merry Men Are We” and “The Buccaneer.” Other 
vocal selections were “Die Beiden Grenadiere” (Tschaikowski), 
by Midshipman Piersol; “Turn Ye to Me” (Larason) and 
“Forbidden Music” (Gastaidon), by Professor Cusachs; ‘Sounds 
¥rom Church,” by Midshipman Nordyke; quartet, “The Bridge” 
(Lindsay) and “‘Larboard Watch" (Macy), by Le Bourgeois, 
West, Ashley and Burdick. The vocal part of the program 
was concluded with a minstrel olio by Midshipmen Niles, Dona- 
vin, McClure and Boyd. In addition to selections by the or- 
chestra several pieces were rendered on the banjo, guitar and 
mandolin by Midshipmen McClure, Donavin, Miles and Ma- 
gruder. The number which took the palm was a monolog by 
Midshipman Kittel, of the first class. This was supposed to be 
» dream, and consisted of various grinds and hits at matters 
and things of the Academy. The musicale was given as a 
benefit of the Midshipmen’s Athletic Association. Tickets were 
sold at 75 cents, and there was an audience of at least 900 
persons, including nearly all of the 600 midshipmen. 

The Naval Academy won from St. John’s Thursday | after- 
noon in an interesting game, by a score of 5 to 3. Lanphier, 
the Navy pitcher, was a puzzle to the St. John’s batters. The 
Navy scored three runs in the first inning on errors, singles by 
Lange and Stiles, and Gillman’s double. Two runs in the 
second were made on errors. 

The new shell in which the midshipmen expect to row the 
remainder of their local races and also in the Poughkeepsie 
regatta has arrived here and the crew has tried it. It was 
built by Hoyle, of Ithaca, N.Y., the builder of the Cornell 
boats, after a special design by Coach Glendon, of the Navy 
crew. It appears to be satisfactory in every way. The shell 
is 67 feet long and 27 1-2 inches broad, an inch broader than 
the present shell used by the Navy's first crew. 

The middie fencers have entered the competition in foil, sabre 
and duelling sword after a week of hard work. The competi- 
tion is open to any of the midshipmen of the brigade who desire 
te compete for the medals given every year by -Colonel Thomp- 
son, one for foil, one for saber and one for cane. Besides these 
medals the Navy Athletic Association has for the last two years 
presented nine extra medals so as to give the members of the 
third and feurth classes a chance. There was great disappoint- 
ment when it was decided that there would not be any medals 
presented by the Navy Athletic Association this year, but like 
true gladiators the younger classes kept on for the glory of it. 
There were 66 bouts in the foil, 28 in saber and 28 in dueling 
swords. The judges were Mr. George Heints, sr., and Mr. 
George Heintz, jr., and Mr. A. J. Corbesier, in charge. 

The baseball nine of the Maryland Athletic Club, of Balti- 
more, made more than twice as many hits as the midshipmen 
on Saturday afternoon, yet lost by. a score of 3 to 1. The 
visitors made seven hits, including two doubles, off of Meade, 
the Navy pitcher, yet they were kept scattered and the local 
slab artist was steady at critical times.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Questions are answered as soon as possible, but no particular 
time can be given for replies. We do not answer questions 
by mail. 

T. P. B. asks: (1) Does a soldier’s service count double 
time on retirement from date of departure to date of return 
to United States, and should his service in the Philippines be 
noted on his discharge? (2) A soldier making sharpshooter 
in 1903, 1905 and 1906, is he entitled to a bar for same, and 
to whom should he apply, not having been furnished with a bar 
up to present time? Answer: (1) A.R. 133. * * * ‘‘aetual 
service in China, the Philippines, the Island of Guam, Alaska 
or Panama, or prior to April 23, 1904, in Porto Rico, will be 
doubled in computing the thirty years’ service necessary to 
entitle an enlisted man to be retired.’’ Under this regulation 
time spent en route between the United States and the islands 
is not counted. It is not required that service in the Philip- 
pines shall be noted on a soldier’s discharge certificate, but it 
is done in some cases, (2) Yes, provided he has not at any 
time qualified as expert rifleman. He should apply through 
military channels to the Adjutant General of the Department 
in which qualification was last made. 

CAMP COLUMBIA asks: A decision on the following, viz: 
(1) Should officer A, who is eligible for all duty including 
officer of the day, at 8 o’clock a.m., be due for a tour as 
officer of the day before officer B, who began a tour as officer 
of the day at 9:30 a.m. on the day when officer A was taken 
up for duty! Answer: Yes. (2) On any day after the day 
in question, 9:30 o’clock a.m., would not officer A have one 
more day off duty than officer B, and should he. not precede 
officer B as officer of the day? Answer: Yes. 

W. A. S. asks: How and where he can purchase a copy of 
1907 Army Register. Answer: Send thirty-five cents and 
your address to the Superintendent of Public Documents, G. 
P.O., Washington, D.C. 

RETIRED SOLDIER asks: Are soldiers on the retired list

entitled to them? Answer: They are not entitled to the medal.

SUBSCRIBER asks: (1) The meaning of H.R. 7741, an act 
for the relief of Hamilton D. South, second lieut., U.S.M.C., 
published March 9, 1907. Where is this officer stationed ?

A., belong? Answer: (1) An appropriation of $1,157 is made 
to recompense Lieutenant South for the loss of personal ef- 
fects in the fire at Pensacola Barracks, Fla. He is now on 
duty at St. Paul, Minn. (2) U.S. Artillery Corps, Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kas. P 

J. W. 8. asks: Does time served on transport from Juné 
24, 1899, until July 24, 1899, and from March 31, 1900, until 
April 26, 1900, count as foreign service, and am I entitled to 
double time for same? Answer: It depends on destination. 
In the Philippine service time began the day the transport 
left San Francisco or Manila. 

W. B. R. asks: Whether Par. 2, G.O. 184, W.D., 1906, has 
been modified so as to allow enlisted men to turn in the blue 
kersey overcoats if in a good condition, regardless of the en- 
listment in which they were drawn. Can I turn it in and 
get $6.44 credit? Answer: Yes, you can turn in the coat if 
it is in good condition.

Fort Riley, Kas., April 28, 1907.

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‘TROOPER BROWN. 

In the Century for May, Will Adams 
describes “The Education of’ Trooper 
Brown,” part of which is as follows: 

“There was nothing vicious about

to be sober, or I’ll know the reason why.’ 

“Brown easily kept within these liberal 
pounds, but if he managed to evade the 
vengeance of the Captain, he had a hard 


row 10 hoe with the troopers. It was: 
‘Jey, you rook, groom my horse and 
saddie up for me.’ 
‘+t won't.’ 


“You won't, eh? Bill, this rook won’t 
saddie Jonah for me.’ 


“*Soak him one.’ 


“Sure. Rook, I’ll learn you to obey 
when a corporal tells you.’ Smoke Madi- 
gan was merciless where a recruit was 
concerned, and the scientific manner in 
which he handled the rook soon reduced 
him {o limp obedience. 


‘And, said Madigan, when, in the 
presence of his victim, he told the troop 
about it afterward, ‘the blank fool puts 
the saddle on cantle to the front. Says I 
to him, ‘All you needs now, you learned 
horse wrangler, is to put the bridle under 
his tail.’’ And while the enraged Brown 
sought vainly to be heard in his own de- 
fense, the room laughed as_ uproariously 
as if the tale were new and had not been 
told on every Cavalryman in the Service 
in the days of his rookdom. 

“In the riding hall- and on the drill 
ground came the hardest times of all for 
Brown, for Shorty Campbell (so-called by 


his troop in affectionate reference to his 
want of size) was death on beginners, hard 
rider that he was, and never left to his 
subs the task of breaking in the new men. 
And because he could do anything with a 
horse, Shorty was just the one to drive 
ahead and forget that others, particularly 
month-old rooks, could not. 


“It was at afternoon bareback drill, and 
Brown, his face beady with the cold per- 
spiration born of fear, was being trotted 
around the hall, with his horse coupled to 
Corporal Sullivan’s, and with Sullivan 
holding the reins of both animals. 

“*Keep your arms folded!’ cried Shorty. 


“Don't let me* see you do that again,’ he 
yelled, as Brown, utterly unnerved after 
the first jump, tried to stop the horses 
just as they were rising to the second 


hurdie, making them balk and throwing 
those behind them into confusion. Where- 
upon Campbell rode up, and slashing out 
vigorously with his riding-whip, started 
the horses without their rider’s volition, 
and sat watching Brown’s subsequent ca- 
reer with an interest denoted by reiterated 
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staccato cries of ‘Keep your arms folded!’ 
Brown, meanwhile, first on his horse’s 
neck, now on its rump, first half off one 
side, now bumping against the disgusted 
and swearing Sullivan on the other, had 
become so frightened that he lost all awe 
of Shorty and openly tried to stop the 
horses with all his puny might. 

“Then the eye of Capt. Alexander 
Campbell began to glitter and droop, and 
the horse of Capt. Alexander Campbell 
dashed forward in sudden pain of the 
spur, and Captain Alexander himself un- 
ceremoniously yanked the leading-shank 
from Corporal Sullivan’s relieved and un- 
resisting hand, and tore around the hall, 
trailing the mortally affrighted Brown as 
a child trails a plaything on the end of a 
string; and still the victim heard, as if in 
a nightmare, the burden of the song of his 
torment borne back to him on the whistl- 
ing breeze, ‘Keep your arms folded! Keep 
your arms folded! 

“But that had been long out of the 
question, and the recruit lay down flat, 
both arms clasping his horse’s neck, and 
then, by some unaccountable swerve, turn- 
ing and sliding down under the animal’s 
chin, where gravitation bade him add his 
legs to strengthen his hold on the neck of 
his fleeting steed. 


“So bumping and banging, he rode up- 


side down twice around the hall before 
Shorty, absorbed in the rush of his rage 
thought to look around. 7 

“Astonished at the sight that met his 
eyes, he stopped short in his mad career, 
flung the leading-shank far from him, and 
in a surprised and inquiring tone besought 
of the watching crowd of troopers, ‘Is this 
a cavalryman or a pair of bonnet-strings?’ 
And Bonnet-strings did Brown become 
then and there, knowing no other name 
forever. : 

“And there were other tribulations, too, 
that tried Brown sorely. Not the least 
of them lay in keeping track of, and in 
good condition, all of his equipment, 
‘Gosh!’ he exclaimed after the first visit 
to the quartermaster, where he and sun- 
dry other rooks drew most of their field 
and barrack outfit—‘Gosh! if recall had 
n’t sounded, we’d be drawin’ of ’em yet!’ 
_ “*That’s right; that’s the worst of bein’ 
in the Cavalry,’ agreed Black, a eurly- 
haired young devil in his second enlist- 
ment. ‘Now, when I was a doughboy, all 
yer had ter do was ter keep yer little old 
gun in order, no horse ter be eternally 
takin’ care on, only one drill, an’ then yer 
kin sleep all day, an’ nothin’ else ter do. 
I was sure a blank fool ter git out o’ the 
Infantry. I’m goin’ ter try ter transfer 
back again’.”
